ARAE-ISRAEU tensions rose 
to danger point last night after 
a uniformed Jordanian soldier 
shot dead seven Jewish school¬ 
girls and Israeli ministers 
blamed King Hussein for 
provoking the attack with his 
recent criticism of Prime Min¬ 
ister Binyamin Netanyahu- 

Five of the girls, all aged 12 
and 13. died in a Jordanian 
hospital. Their bodies were 
taken to Israel for funerals 
which are expected to prompt 
an outpouring of national 
griet 

The girls had been on a 
school outing to Naharayim, a 
beauty spot in the spectacular 
Jordan Valley named the Hill 
of Peace because it is part of 
land handed back to Jordan 
when the 1994 peace treaty 
ended 46 years of war. 

The Soldier opened fire as 
the backs of die girls were 
turned towards his watchtow- 
er. One 14-year-old survivor, 
HUa Ivri, add of the moment 
they were sprayed with auto¬ 
matic fire: “The girls screamed 
and cried and ran beneath 
bushes to hide. Many girls 
were hurt and bloody. 1 was 
hit in the leg." 

The shock and anger of 
Israelis at the attack in which 
six other girls were wounded, 
was intensified by reports that 
the assailant, a 26-year old 
array driver, was able to fire a 
full dip of ammunition before 
being overpowered by armed 
colleagues standing dose by. 

Oxford-educated Crown 
Prince Hassail, who visited 
foe scene and spoke to one of 
the survivors admitted that 
there had been “a breakdown 
of management" among the 
soldiers. He spoke movingly 
of his personal "shame and 
anguish" and pledged a full 
investigation, in which “justice 
would be saved." The Prince 
said that it was "a blade day in 
the history of our country." 

Despite the attempts of 
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world statesmen, inducting 
President Clinton, to calm 
emotions gut reaction among 
many Israelis was to question 
the validity of the peace treaty. 
“Pfeace is not worth anything if 
these kinds of things happen", 
said Anna Ostrovsky. 13. one 
of the pupils at the orthodox 
Jewish school in the town of 
Beit Shemesh who was a wail¬ 
ing news of-the dead. "I am 
very afraid.”. 

At the school there were 
scenes reminscent of the 
Dunblane massacre as chain¬ 
smoking Israeli parents clus- 
tered around the telephone, 
frantic for assurance that their 
daughters were not among the 
dead and wounded. 

Etty Vahalani, one dis¬ 
traught mother, shouted into a 
cellular phone: “Remit, it’s 
mum. How are you? Talk to 
me. I am waiting for you." 

The psychological effect of 
the massacre — by a man 
described by one survivor as 
**a bad guy with big eyes" — 
was much more explosive 
because it followed 48 hours 
after the publication of an 
outspoken letter from King 
Hussein .to Mr Netanyahu 
saying that his policies were 
driving tire region towards 
"an abyss of bloodshed and 
disaster". 

The King’s warning about 
possible violence to be sparked 
by a massive new settlement 
at Har Homa in occupied east 
Jerusalem was dted as a 


possible cause by Israeli Edu¬ 
cation Minister Zevulun 
Hammer. He told Army 
radio: "Perhaps the condusion 
is that the King must hold his 
tongue so that a soldier does 
not take his words to mean 
more than he intended." 

A spokesman for the Israeli 
Embassy in Amman, which 
received a flood of condolence 
calls from ordinary Jordani¬ 
ans. said that there must be a 
connection to the recent bitter 
public attacks on the attitudes 
and hardline polides of Mr 
Netanyahu. Last Sunday an 
outraged King Hussein 
slammed down the phone on 
the Israeli leader. 

Last night before arriving 
back in Amman from Spain 
en route to a now postponed 
summit in Washington. Hus¬ 
sein defended himself. “Ir was 
folly in my responsibility to 
warn that we have come, too 
far." the King told reporters. 
In a communique he spoke of 
his feelings of "shock, pain 
and anger” at the murders 
which many diplomats believe 
have pushed the Middle East 
peace process dose to total 
collapse. 

The King said that he never 
thought that his letter sent to 
Mr Netanyahu would be tak¬ 
en that way. He added that he 
felt that the peace for which he 
had worked for his whole life 
was now facing “a difficult 
moment” 

The 61-year old monarch, 
whose state of health is giving 
concern to officials in the 
current period of high Middle 
East tension said in an emo¬ 
tional condolence telephone 
call to Israel's President 
Weizman "that he considered 
those treacherous bullets to 
have been directed against 
him and his sons and daugh¬ 
ters in his own home".

Scotland pays its tribute by candlelight

THE tone was low key. the 
ceremonies kept to a mini¬ 
mum. Throughout Dunblane 
and ov er all of Scotland yester¬ 
day. the anniversary of the 
massacre on March 13 last 
year was marked by small but 
poignant tributes to the lo 
chidren and their teacher who 
died at the hands of the 
gunman Thomas Hamilton. 

The simplest gesture was 
the most moving: across the 
country, from the Outer Heb¬ 
rides to the Borders, candles 
were lit at precisely 7pm. They 
flickered from the windows of 
houses, in church naves, 
school classrooms, and even 
office canteens. Many of them 
were lit by children. In Inver¬ 
ness Cathedral, a single can¬ 


dle burned. In isolated crofts 
on Lewis and Harris, they 
could be seen from across 
dark moorland. 

In Dunblane there was spe¬ 
cial meaning in the candle lit 
by Alison Curry. 2S. and her 
son Ryan Liddell. 6. one of the 
children injured that morning 
when Hamilton walked into 
the gymnasium at Dunblane 
Primary School and opened 
fire with his deadly arsenal of 
handguns. 

"1 think all of the parents of 
the survivors feel guilty when 
we think how weVe still got 
our kids while other families 
haven't," Mrs Curry said. 
“Dunblane is so small, you 
often bump into one of the 
bereaved parents in the super¬ 
market. It’s so hard to know 
what to say.... the candle is to 
show that we still remember 
and probably always will."

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Anti-euro 
cash offer 
lures MPs

TWO former Cabinet minis¬ 
ters joined a stampede of Tory 
MPs yesterday for donations 
from a millionaire business¬ 
man who has pledged finan¬ 
cial support to candidates 
opposed to a single currency. 

John Redwood, who chal¬ 
lenged John Major for the 
Tory leadership, Norman 
Lament, the farmer Chancel¬ 
lor, and David Heathcoat- 
Amory, -who resigned as Pay¬ 
master General to oppose the 
euro, were among the first in 
the queue yesterday. Two un¬ 
named serving ministers are 
also reputed to have expressed 
an interest along with Iain 
Duncan-Smith, the MP for 
Chingford and a leading 
Eurcwceptic. 

Within 24 hours of the 

announcement erf the £500,000 

fighting fond being set up by 
Paul Sykes, S3, one of Britain’s 
100 richest men, requests had 
been received from 28 Conser¬ 
vative associations. They are 
still pouring in- Mr Sykes 
hopes to get up to 150 candi¬ 
dates to support the cause.

Labour plans to lift Armed 
Forces bar on homosexuals

THE Labour leadership has 
made a decisive shift towards 
lifting the ban on homosexuals 
in the Armed Forces in spite of 
opposition from the service 
chiefs. 

In an interview in The Pink 
Paper, a journal for homosex¬ 
uals. Jack Straw, the Shadow 
Home Secretary, says: “We 
believe that servicemen and 
women should not be dis¬ 
charged on the basis that they 
are lesbian or gay." 

An incoming Labour gov¬ 
ernment will consult service 
chiefs on how to implement 
the change. "But the ban is 
unfair and it will go." he says. 

The statement by Mr Straw 
has gone farther than the 
pronouncements from David 
Clark, the Shadow Defence 
Secretary. Sources close to Dr 
Clark have made dear that 
Labour regards the ban as 
unfair and they would work 
towards a swift abolition. 

Mr Straw's commitment 
comes on the day that the 
High Court accepted that the 
ban might be in breach of 
European Union law'. The 
court agreed that Terry Per¬ 
kins. who was dismissed from 
his post as a Navy medical 


assistant because of his sexu¬ 
ality. could challenge the rul¬ 
ing at the European Court of 
Justice in Luxembourg. If Mr 
Perkins. 28. wins his case the 
British taxpayer could face a 
multi-million pound compen¬ 
sation bill. 

A further 30 cases arc in the 
pipeline and more could fol¬ 
low. Up to 2.000 men and 
women have been discharged 
from the Armed Forces 
because of their sexuality in 
the last 20 years. 

A Shadow Cabinet source 
said last night that Labour 
MPs would be given a free

vote on the issue when the 
right legislative opportunity 
arose in the lifetime of a first 
Labour government. Howev¬ 
er. it would not be in the first 
year of a Tony Blair 
administration. 

□ In the three years since the 
Clinton Administration adopt¬ 
ed its “don't ask. don’t tell" 
policy, the Pentagon has dis¬ 
charged more homosexuals 
from the American military 
than before it came into effect 
(Tom Rhodes writes). 

At best the policy has been 
deemed a shaky compromise 
to please both the liberal 
tendencies of President Clin¬ 
ton and the more conservative 
views of the Pentagon and his 
opponents in Congress. 

Mr Clinton had cam¬ 
paigned for office on the back 
of a controversial crusade to 
end the ban on homosexuals 
in the armed services. Under 
the terms of the don't ask, 
don't tell provisions, proven 
homosexual conduct still re¬ 
mains a ground for dismissal. 
But the policy includes guide¬ 
lines to commanders on when 
to initiate inquiries.

At the school, where, a year 
before, agonised parents had 
waited to hear whether their 
children were alive or dead, 
the accent was on normality.

They were met by Mr 
Taylor, who had been one of 
the first on the scene, who 
coped with the immediate 
aftermath of the carnage, and 
who. with his staff, has held 
the school together since. 


Britons flee 
Albania in 
joint rescue

DIPLOMATIC sources said 
last night that 400 Westerners 
— 50 said to be British — have 
been evacuated from Albania 
in a joint operation between 
the British, American and 
Italian embassies. 

They were raken from Tira¬ 
na to the rebel-held part of 
Durres by minibus, and then 
to an Italian warship by 
helicopter, Italian sources 
said. 

An RAF and Royal Navy 
rescue operation was on 
stand-by. Two destroyers, 
HMS Exeter and HMS 
Birmingham, on patrol in the 
Mediterranean, were ordered 
to steam closer to the Albanian 
coast and three RAF Hercules 
transport aircraft took off 
from Lyneham in Wiltshire fo 
be ready for a rescue. 

The Americans landed mili¬ 
tary helicopters in Tirana for 
an operation that "could take 
days", said a US official 
A British plan to use Tirana 
airport was abandoned as 
gunfire increased around the 
runways and all commercial 
flights were, cancelled.

“Our school will recover," 
he said in a television inter¬ 
view.

When the school opened for 
normal classes at 10.30 pupils 
trickled through the gate.

JOHN MAJOR will put the 
Conservative Party on election 
alert tomorrow when he tells 
constituency workers that the 
Government has plenty of 
radical proposals for a fifth 
successive term. 

Days before he calls the 
general election for May 1. the 
Prime Minister will tell the 
Conservative Central Council 
that three big announcements 
in the last eight days — a 
shake-up of pensions, privati¬ 
sation of sodal services and 
help for nursing home fees — 
are proof the Government has 
not lost its cutting edge or run 
out of steam. 

Kenneth Clarke, the Chan¬ 
cellor, Brian Mawhinney, the 
party chairman, and Michael 
Heseltine. the Deputy Prime 
Minister, will all make 
speeches in Bath that are 
expected to be blatantly elec¬ 
tioneering in tone. Although 
Mr Major and other ministers 
declined to provide any hints 
yesterday, party sources ex¬ 
pect him to announce the 
election on Tuesday or Thurs¬ 
day of next week, with parlia¬ 
mentary business being 
wound up shortly, afterwards. 

Much of today’s session in 
Bath, attended by the party's 
senior constituency officials, 
will be held in private and the 
leadership is braced for angry 
criticism of ministers and 
MPS for the recent gaffes that 
have stifled attempts at recov¬ 
ery. The meeting takes place 
against the background of a 
new poll indicating that the 
gap with Labour is widening. 
Opinion Research Business 
puts Labour support at 53 per 
cent, up two points from its 
last poll two months ago. 

A worrying finding for strat¬ 


egists is the suggestion that 
the Conservative campaign so 
far has misfired. Only 3 per 
cent said it had increased their 
support for the party, com¬ 
pared to 15 per cent for 
Labour. Nearly one in five 
respondents said the Tory 
campaign had turned them 
against the party. 

In a further sign of pre¬ 
election nerves, it emerged last 
night that the Tory commun¬ 
ications director had written to 
all Conservative MPS warning 
them about damaging news¬ 
paper surveys. Charles Lew- 
ington's leaked letter said that 
three papers were conducting 
surveys of MPs and constitu¬ 
ency chairmen “in the hope of 
producing unhelpful stories 
about the state of party mo¬ 
rale". He asks for their sup¬ 
port . in either ignoring the 
calls or “answering the ques¬ 
tions helpfully". 

There were indications at 
Westminster yesterday that 
the business managers hope to 
have the Commons up before 
Easter, although the formal 
dissolution will come in April. 
One casualty could be Mich¬ 
ael Howard s crime Bill with 
its plan to impose minimum 
sentences'for persistent bur¬ 
glars and drug traffickers. Mr 
Howard wants to reverse a 
Lords defeat which he believes 
weakened the measure. After 
the election is called, business 
by convention only goes 
through by agreement be¬ 
tween both front benches. Mr 
Howard will be certain to turn 
Labour’s opposition into an 
election issue if the Bill falls.

tee of Tory MPS, shows that 
more than half will use their 
personal manifestos to defy 
the Cabinet's wait-and-see pol¬ 
icy on the single currency. 

The findings come only 
weeks after Michael Hesel¬ 
tine, The Deputy Prime Minis¬ 
ter. appealed in vain at a 
meeting of the committee for 
backbenchers not to defy gov¬ 
ernment policy. 

John Townend, the MP for 
Bridlington and a member of 
the executive, said last night: 
“I understand my association 
will be entitled to up to E7J500 
from Mr Sykes. We will be 
delighted to accept. I da not 
believe in looking a gift-horse 
in the mouth." 

Mr Heathcoat-Amory. the 
MP for Wells, said: “It is 
perfectly in order for Mr Sykes 
to put his money behind his 
political beliefs. 1 will discuss 
it with my constituency chair¬ 


man but I am sure we will 
accept his generous offer." 

The move by Mr Sykes, who 
owns 40 per cent of the Mea¬ 
dow hall shopping centre near 
Sheffield, has upset the Tory 
high command. But no Tory 
officials dared publicly to criti¬ 
cise Mr Sykes, a self-made 
millionaire, who is the son of a 
Yorkshire miner. Last year he 
gave more than L20Q.000 to 
Conservative Central Office. 
He has given more than £1 
million in the last 20 years. 

Mr Sykes, whose political 
hero is Baroness Thatcher, 
was delighted by the response 
to his offer. “There is £500.000 
in the bank. But l am prepared 
to write an open cheque." He 
added: "This will help the 
Tories, not hinder them. 

His intervention comes after 
the Prime Minister's recent 
plea at the Welsh Tory Party 
conference for candidates to 
back the Cabinet’s policy on 
the euro.

Primary school Alloa, which 
is ten miles from Dunblane, 
demanding to be allowed to 
take their children home. 

Elsewhere in Scotland trib¬ 
utes were paid in churches, 
primary school, homes and 
offices. Many of the candles 
were lit by children. Church 
services of rememberence 
were held in Aberdeen. 
Dundee, Inverness. Edin¬ 
burgh and Glasgow. In Inver¬ 


ness Cathedral a single candle 
was lit. There was no service 
in Dunblane Cathedral but a 
steady trickle of visitors 
braved the rain and wind to 
offer silent prayers. 

In a sombre House of 
Commons, the Prime Minister 
and Labour Leader Tony Blair 
put aside their political differ¬ 
ences as they did a year ago 
when visiting Dunblane to 
remember the dead. "We re¬ 


member- the little ones that 
died, we grieve with their 
parents and their friends and 
they will not be lost in the 
memory of this nation," Mr 
Blair said. 

He told the Prime Minister 
“Whatever our differences are, 
we are united again this time 
in sorrow and commemora¬ 
tion of those that died." 

Mr Major said the Opposi¬ 
tion Leader had spoken for 
everyone in the Commons and 
for millions beyond it . 

Last night the Prime Minis¬ 
ter and Mrs Major lit a candle 
in the window of 10 Downing 
Street to mark the

Dorrell’s cost-cutting drive 
will save NHS £340m

A LEANER, fitter NHS with 
fewer managers and less red 
tape was announced by Ste¬ 
phen DorreU, the Health Sec¬ 
retary. yesterday. 

A drive to reduce manage¬ 
ment costs launched a year 
ago will have saved E340 mil¬ 
lion by next March. Mr 
Dorrell said. 

In an effort to preempt 
criticism from Labour on the 
cost of running the NHS 
market, Mr Dorrell declared 
that NHS management costs 
will have fallen by £186 mil¬ 
lion, or 10 per cent in real 
terms, in the two years to the 
end of 1997-9S. 

In addition, nearly £100 mil¬ 
lion would be saved by abol¬ 
ishing regional health author¬ 
ities from April 1, and 
£50 million saved by March 
next year from streamlining 
the Department of Health. 

Mr Dorrell said he had set 
a demanding cash reduction 
target of 5 per cent in 1996-97 
for health authorities’ costs 
and NHS trust management 
costs. In 1997-98 further cost 
reductions from health au¬ 


thorities and trusts were ex¬ 
pected to match the overall 
NHS efficiency target of 2.7 
percent. 

NHS management costs, as 
defined by the Audit Commis¬ 
sion, cover the salaries of 
managers, including clinical 
managers, and staff in areas 
such as finance, contracting 
and personnel 

Labour countered by releas¬ 
ing figures showing that 
£2.5 billion a year was being 
spent on the “NHS bureau¬ 
crats' pay bill". Salary costs of 
managers and administrative 
staff had doubled since 1989- 
90 when they stood at El 2 bil¬ 
lion. the party said. In current 
prices this meant an extra 
£894 million was being spent 
on management salaries. 

□ Discriminating against the 
elderly is an appropriate way 
of rationing scarce NHS re¬ 
sources. a leading health econ¬ 
omist has said. 

Older people should be pre¬ 
pared to accept the inevitablity

Professor Williams says 
that benefits to young people 
should not take absolute prior¬ 
ity over benefits to old people 
but they should be given more 
weighL 


Soldier is 
injured in 
IRA rocket

A SOLDIER was being 
treated in a Belfast hospital 
yesterday after being injured 
in a suspected IRA attack on a 
security force patrol in the 
north of the city. 

The 22-year-old. a member 
of the 2nd Battalion Royal 
Tank Regiment, was injured 
in the arm when a homemade 
rocket was fired at his armour- 
plated Land-Rover. The force 
of the blast blew the armour 
off the side of the vehicle. 

The device was fired at the 
joint Army and police patrol 
as it passed down Etna Drive 
in the Ardoyne area. The 
rocket — containing 141b of 
Semtex — is believed to have 
been launched by IRA terror¬ 
ists hiding in a house or 
alleyway at the side of the 
road. The entire area was 
sealed off yesterday and a 
number of people were 
arrested. 

The attack comes a month 
after the murder of Lance 
Bombadier Stephen Restoriek.

subjects editorial control, we show 
them the film before transmission 
and they retain the right to correct 
inaccuracies or edit personal secrets. 
We always take that seriously.

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Saving anorexics 
from themselves 



A COURT has decreed that a 
16-year-old anorexic patient 
should be compulsorily de¬ 
tained in hospital for life¬ 
saving treatment. 

In the past attempting sui¬ 
cide was a criminal offence. 
Now it is accepted that suicide 
and attempted suicide are 
often symptoms of many psy¬ 
chiatric diseases. 

Anorexic patients are in 
danger of killing themselves, 
perhaps not as dramatically 
as by taking an overdose, but 
just as surely. The patient in 
question, called G had threat¬ 
ened to take her life- many 
times and had recently been 
restrained from throwing her¬ 
self off a balcony. 

Death in a patient who has 
reduced her weight to 6*a 
stone could occur very sud¬ 
denly if she were to refuse all 
food, or if she were to take 
laxatives, diuretics (water 
pills), or both together. When 
Mr Justice Wall made his 
order, it seems that he was 
motivated by the thought that 
C was still a minor and that, 
as such, the State should step 
in to protect her life from the 
consequences of her own 
delusions.

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McAliskey to keep 
baby with her in 
jail for 9 months

THE Prison Service moved 
yesterday to defuse the mount¬ 
ing controversy over Roisin 
McAliskey, die pregnant 
bombing suspect, by announc¬ 
ing that she will be allowed to 
keep her baby with her in jail. 

Miss McAliskey, 25, who is 
seven months pregnant, is to 
be given a place in the mother 
and baby unit at Holloway 
prison after the birth of her 
child. She will be allowed to 
join other pregnant women in 
the jail at antenatal classes. 
Miss McAliskey, the daughter 
of Bernadette McAliskey, the 
former MP Bernaderre Dev¬ 
lin. is also to be allowed to 
attend Mass at the prison 
chapel. 

She will give birth at an 
outside hospital and will nor 
be shackled during labour. 

Yesterday's decision was 
taken after a case conference 
at HoUoway involving proba¬ 
tion officers, social workers 
and prison staff. The Prison 
Service wants to avoid the case 
becoming a cause dtebre for 
the republican movement dur¬ 
ing the general election. Miss 
McAliskey is being held in the

ing explosives. 

Alan Walker, the director of 
operations (south) in the Pris¬ 
on Service, said last nighc 
“While prison can never be the 
ideal place for a baby, the 
mother and baby unit offers a 
reasonably relaxed regime 
geared to helping the emotion¬ 
al. physical and all-round 
development of the child, as 
well as teaching parenting 
skills to new mothers." 

Miss McAliskey will be able 
to keep her baby with her in 
the unit for nine months. She 


will be in a room that does not 
have its door locked at night, 
though the unit is secure. The 
Prison Service is expected to 
draft additional officers into 
the unit because of her status 
as a Category A inmate. Sean 
Me Cotter, the baby's father, 
will be able to see ms child in 
an area attached to the unit. 

Bernadette McAliskey said 
last night that she was 
“delighted" at the Home Of¬ 
fice’s decision to allow her 
daughter keep her baby with 
her after the birth. She said: 
“We have at least established 
that some dignified and hu¬ 
mane circumstances will per¬ 
tain at the birth." 

The Irish Government 
pushed for bail for Miss 
McAliskey at an Anglo-Irish 
conference in Dublin on Wed¬ 
nesday. According to a Dublin 
source, Dick Spring.

Kwasi Minta admitted that, 
when he arrived in Britain m 
1985, two years before the fire 
in which 31 people died, he 
was given a one-month visi¬ 
tor’s visa and that he should 
not have been in the country. 

Mr Minta, 43, is unable to 
play the guitar and keyboards, 
or sing, because of the injuries 
ro his“face and hands. 

Jonathan Playford, QG rep¬ 
resenting London Regional 
Transport, which Mr Minta is 
suing for damages in the High 
Court, asked him: "Do you 
have anything to show that 
you had permission to be here 
in I9S7?

Why a cold snap freezes the 
sale of cat food and bananas

WHEN the weather turns 
cold, shoppers buy more milk 
and frozen peas, but fewer 
bananas. Sales of cat food and 
lavatory paper are affected by 
extremes of both summer and 
winter. Such discoveries earn 
the Meteorological Office

to increase that profit 
Forecasters have been ad¬ 
vising 600 retailers on how 
weather affects sales of 40 
products.

oils. The survey will be con¬ 
ducted by the Weather Initia¬ 
tive. a business arm of the 
Met Office set up in 1990. 

Vivienne B alien tine, its 
head, said: “One supermarket 
told us they could save £3,000 
a week in every store by using 
weather forecasts to help 
them deride what stock to put 
out In a chain with around 
500 stores, that would add up 
to £S0 million a year.”

Homosexual orientation is a reality that the law must recognise arid adjust to,’ says judge 

European court 
asked to rule on 
gays in Forces 


By Richard Duce 

CAMPAIGNERS were confi¬ 
dent yesterday of ending the 
Armed Forces' ban on homo¬ 
sexuals after a High Court 
judge agreed to refer the ease 
of a sacked Navy worker to the 
European Court of Justice. 

The Government could face 
a multimillion-pound com¬ 
pensation bill if the Luxem¬ 
bourg court rules that the 
blanket ban breaks European 
laws on equal treatment Thir¬ 
ty other cases are poised to go 
ahead if Terry Perkins, 28. is 
victorious. It is estimated that 
2.000 men and women have 
been dismissed by die Armed 
Forces over the past 20 years 
because of their homo¬ 
sexuality. 

The judge yesterday gave 
strong support to the case of 
Mr Perkins, who was dis¬ 
charged in 1995 despite an 
exemplary career as a leading 
medical assistant Mr Justice 
Lightman said; “Homosexual 
orientation is a reality today 
which the law must recognise 
and adjust to." He added: 
“There must be a real prospect 
that the European court will 
take the courageous step to- 
extend protection to those of 
homosexual orientation." 

The judge made his decision 
in the light of a recent Euro¬ 
pean judgment giving trans¬ 
sexuals the same protection as

other men and women from 
discrimination and unfair 
treatment at work. Lawyers 
for Mr Pferkins said that, if die 
directive applied to people 
who were undergoing, or had 
undergone, a change of sex. 
then it must also apply to 
homosexuals. 

Stephen Grosz, solicitor for 
Mr Perkins, said: “I would 
regard this as another step 
towards the death of the 
Armed Services' ban on gays 
and lesbians serving their 
country." 

After die hearing Duncan 
Lustig-Prean, diairman of 
Rank Outsiders, which cam¬ 
paigns on behalf of homosex¬ 
ual servicemen and women, 
said the judge had given “a 
very firm steer as to what he 


thinks the European court will 
say". Campaigners said that 
victory at die European court 
could land the Ministry of 
Defence with a compensation 
bill far greater than the 
£60 million paid to pregnant 
women whose dismissal from 
the Services broke European 
laws. 

Mr Perkins, now a comput¬ 
er consultant in Nottingham, 
joined the Navy in February 

1991 and. during training, was 
twice awarded prizes for best 
student After serving at sea. 
he trained with the Royal 
Marines and gained early 
promotion. Two months be¬ 
fore his discharge he was 
awarded a certificate for ex¬ 
ceptional service. 

Mr Justice lightman said 
there were three main ques¬ 
tions for the European court to 
consider 

□ whether the wording of the 
equal treatment directive, that 
there should be “no discrimi¬ 
nation whatsoever on the 
grounds of sex either directly 
or indirectly by reference in 
particular to marital or family 
status”, could be interpreted 
as including discrimination 
based on a person's sexual 
orientation: 

□ whether the blanket policy 
adopted by the Ministry of 
Defence could be justified by a 
section of the directive that 
gives member states the right

to exclude occupational activi¬ 
ties where the sex of the 
worker is a determining 
factor 

□ whether the Armed Forces 
of a member state were exclud¬ 
ed under a section of the 
European treaty relating to 
steps necessary for the mainte¬ 
nance of peace and interna¬ 
tional security. 

The judge said: "It is scarce¬ 
ly possible to limit the applica¬ 
tion of the directive to gender 
discrimination." The pros¬ 
pects of the European court 
upholding Mr Perkins’s argu¬ 


ment “must be significant", he 
said, “if transsexuals, even 
before and without any gender 
reassignment operation, are 
entitled to protection against 
discrimination on grounds of 
sexual orientation, it is diffi¬ 
cult to see how such protection 
can be withheld from those of 
homosexual orientation gener¬ 
ally.” 

The MoD argues that the 
transsexuals judgment was 
concerned with gender-based 
discrimination, had nothing to 
da with sexual orientation and 
did not affect binding deci¬ 


sions of the British courts 
upholding the Government's 
right to enforce the ban. The 
ministry also argues that the 
directive cannot be applied to 
homosexuals in the Services 
because the Armed Forces are 
exempt under EU law. 

An MoD spokesman said 
that the ministry continued to 
believe that the European 
equal treatment directive was 
applicable only to discrimina¬ 
tion against men and women 
on grounds of gender, rather 
than sexual orientation. “We 
may also argue that the exclu¬ 


sion of homosexuals from the 
Armed Forces is purely for the 
reason of combative effective¬ 
ness and incompatibility and 
that such key defence deri¬ 
sions are outside the scope of 
the EU treaty from which the 
directive derives and also out¬ 
side foe scope of foe European 
Court of Justice.” 

Mr Perkins, who is abroad 
at present, said: “I think we 
will win. We are part of 
Europe and we have got to 
follow example to be part of 
Europe.” A ruling is expected 
in about 18 months. 


Law Co mmis sion complains of delay injustice reforms

LEGAL CORRESPONDENT - 

THE Law Commission accused the 
Government yesterday of wasting 
taxpayers' money by delaying the 
implementation of law reforms. 

Dame Mary Arden, the High 
Court judge who chairs the commis¬ 
sion. which acts as Parliament's 
watchdog on law reform, said that* 
the commission had published 20 
reports since 1981 whicfrwere await¬ 
ing Implementation. Last year it 
called for urgent implementation of 
six reports, but the Government had' 
acted on only one of them. The 
public do not obtain foe benefit of our 


work until it is implemented.” Dame 
Mary said in an open letter to the 
Lord Chancellor in the commission's 
annual report for 1996. 

One of foe reports ignored was that 
on conspiracy to defraud, published 
in 1994. noting a defect in the law. In 
1996 foe law lords ruled that mort¬ 
gage fraud was not covered by the 
law cm theft and. as a result, at least 
11 prosecutions for mortgage fraud 
were quashed and others not 
brought, she said. “Delayed imple¬ 
mentation of the recommendation for 
a very small, but critical, change in 
the law meant that many mongage 
frauds were not prosecuted.” 

Another unimplemented report. 


that on offences against the person, 
widely welcomed when published m 
1993. would modernise and rational¬ 
ise an area of foe criminal law in 
constant use. Dame Mary said. “Yet 
this remains neither accepted, reject¬ 
ed. nor implemented — a public asset 
from which the public is not getting 
any benefit. The rapidly changing 
social environment makes major 
overhaul of whole areas of law 
desirable or necessary'-" 

Stephen Silber, QC, the commis¬ 
sioner in charge of criminal law. said 
that as a result of non-implementa¬ 
tion. the law in this field — which 
covered grievous bodily harm, un¬ 
lawful wounding and offences such 


as assault — was unclear. Much 
argument and time had been wasted 
over what foe law meant, he said. 

“The classic example is stalking. 
There had to be a number of cases 
brought before it could be derided 
that stalking came within the law |on 
assaults], if our proposals had been 
implemented, everyone would have 
known that stalking, in appropriate 
circumstances, was a criminal of¬ 
fence and people who have not been 
prosecuted would haw been." 

Dame Mary called for a new “fast 
track" method of handling Law Com¬ 
mission Bills. Some progress had 
been made with ihe introduction of a 
procedure in the Lords enabling 


certain measures to be handled 
outside the chamber. 

The commission's report acknow¬ 
ledges that eight of its recommenda¬ 
tions were enacted in 1996, bringing 
“beneficial changes in foe law on 
divorce, damages for personal injury, 
criminal law, trust law and properly 
law". Recommendations on foe aboli¬ 
tion of binding over and on the 
revision of laws on drunkenness and 
on involuntary' manslaughter and 
offences against the person should be 
implemented, it says.

Lilley promises to 
prevent repeat of 
pensions scandal

PETTER M l.LE Y promised a 
crackdown yesterday on pen¬ 
sion firms that have failed ro 

compensate people who were 
mis-sold personal plans. 

There has been growing 
public concern about the Gov¬ 
ernment's handling to the 
issue. The Social Security Sec¬ 
retary told MPS that firms 
which had so far not compen¬ 
sated people would not be able 
to take part in the Govern¬ 
ment's new pensions in native, 
Basic tension Hus. which he 
announced last week. 

At least bOO.OQQ people are 
still awaiting compensation 
years after being wrongly 
advised to exchange generous 
occupational pension schemes 
for expensive personal pen¬ 
sion funds. 

Most of the victims were 
wrongly persuaded by insur¬ 
ance salesmen to opt out of 
their company schemes, 
which offered far better bene¬ 
fits than the personal pensions 
they were persuaded to buy. 
More than 18.000 people have 
dial before being compensat¬ 
ed for being mis-sold a private 
personal pension, according to 
figures published by Labour 
yesterday. 

Hie figures from Collette 
Bowe, chief executive of the 
Personal Investment Author¬ 
ity, show that 13 million 
people were mis-old personal 
pensions and nearly 600,000 
have been ^identified for com¬ 
pensation because they have 


already retired, or are near 
retirement But only 6,810 
have been compensated. 

“The Tories wrongly en¬ 
couraged 13 million people to 
opt out of occupational pen¬ 
sions into private pensions in 
the 1980s. why shouyld any¬ 
one trust the Government's 
reassurances about their new 
private pension plan when 
they have failed to sort out'the 
mess they created ten years 
ago?" 

Her remarks coincided with 
a warning by the National 
Assocation of Pension Funds 
(NAPF) that Mr Lilley's new 
scheme would lead to the 
collapse of occupational pen¬ 
sion schemes, vbich cover II 
million people at work. A 
briefing note from NAPF, 
said: "The change in the tax 
regime could lead to the 
demise of the occupational 
pension system." 

During a Commons debate 
on the future of pensions Mr 
Lilley said that Labour made 
"great play" of the dangers of 
people being mis-sold pension 
packages in the future, as had 
happened with some personal 
pension schemes in the late 
1980s. But he reassured MPs 
that any companies that had 
failed to compensate clients 
would be penalised. "Needless 
to say any company which 
failed to compensate for past 
mis-selling would certainly 
not be eligible to manage a 
Basic Pension Plus fund.” But 


he added: “That sort of mis- 
selling is not directly relevant 
to Basic Pension Plus and 
could not recur under that 
scheme." 

Mr Lilley was pressed in the 
House by a succession of 
Labour backbenchers about 
the mis-selling scandal and 
the Government's drive to 
encourage people out of occu¬ 
pational and into personal 
pensions. Stephen Timms 
(Lab, Newham North East) 
said that many of the biggest 
insurance companies had 
been involved in the mis- 
selling of personal pensions. 
He asked Mr Lilley: "Are you 
telling the House that none of 
those will be able to be 
involved in Basic tension 
Plus?" 

Mr Lilley replied: “Those 
companies which fail to pro¬ 
vide restitution for those to 
whom they mis-sold pensions 
would not be eligible to run 
Basic Pension Plus." 

He said the pension reforms 
would allow everyone to share 
in the success of the economy. 
Under the new scheme people 
would get a rebate on their 
National Insurance Contribu¬ 
tions, which would be paid 
into a personal pension fund 
to be paid to them in 
retirement" [t will extend to 
everyone rights previously 
only enjoyed by the better off. 
It will given everyone... the 
right to a better and more 
secure pension."

LOCAL authorities were ac¬ 
cused yesterday of “blackmail¬ 
ing" parents into using their 
nursery vouchers for places in 
large school reception classes. 

The issuing of vouchers, 
which are being sent out now 
ro 600.000 parents for use 
from April, has led a quarter 
of councils to expand reception 
classes to take children from 
the day they become four. 

The Pre-School Learning 
Alliance (PLA) said that chil¬ 
dren's interests were being 
sacrificed by local authorities 
chasing the £1.100 value of 
each voucher. Private nurser¬ 
ies are legally limited ro eight 
children for every adult 
whereas reception classes, 
which have no restriction, 
commonly have 30 or more. 

Margaret Lochrie, chief ex¬ 
ecutive of the PLA. said: “Local 
authorities are certainly 
putting pressure on parents, 
most commonly by suggesting 
that if they do not spend the 
voucher in the local school, the 
place will not be available 
when the child becomes five. 
In some instances it has been 
suggested quite misleadingly 
the school itself might be 
jeopardised." 

A dozen playgroups have 
dosed in Norfolk as a result of 
parents deriding, to send their 
children to a primary school, 
leading the PLA to predict that 
SG0 playgroups would dose in 
the first year of the scheme. 

One letter, sent by a Suffolk 
County Council official to 
parents, said that unless they 
used their vouchers at local 


schools “there will not be’ 
enough money to pay for 
teachers, books and evoy-j 
thingelse". 

A letter to parents from 
Gattons Infant School in Bur¬ 
gess Hill, West Sussex, says 
that their children could lie at 
a “disadvantage" unless they 
job at four. Sheddingdean; 
Primary School, also b Bur' 
gess Hill, told parents that it 
was “expecting" all chfldrenr; 
wha turned five during the ■ 
year tu start in September. 

David Whitbread, educa-“ 
tion officer for the Association. 
of County Councils, said that 
popular schools were rightto 
inform parents that they amid 
face difficulties if they chose 
not to take up a place with.; 
their voucher at four. "It might. 
look a lot like blackmail but. 
the parent who had not been" 
alerted to the situation might; 
be spitting blood when they 
find they cannot get in at five." - 

Bill Dickinson, managing 
director of a nursery school in 
North Waisham. Norfolk, , 
said he would mount a- legal 
challenge to the Children Act's - 
limit on private nursery sues: 
He said it meant that the- 
market was “unfairly regulat ¬ 
ed " against the playgroups. 

Robb Squire, the junior 
Education Minister, has ad¬ 
vised local authorities to exer¬ 
cise restraint But he said: .

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Action needed to infuse select co mmi ttees with young talent 


I f government is ever to be 
made properly accountable, it 
will be via the select commit¬ 
tees of the Commons. These may 
turn out to be one of the most 
lasting creations of the Thatcher 
era, even if perhaps an absent- 
minded one on her part, as Sir 
Terence Higgins, chairman of the 
Liaison Committee, remarked yes¬ 
terday "in btroduring its report. 
The Work of Select Committees. 

The committees cannot, indeed 
should not. make policy. That is the 
job of ministers and officials. But 
they can influence the policy de¬ 
bate. and they have b the current 
Parliament on issues as diverse as 


the future of the coal industry, 
privacy and the media, ministerial 
accountability, the role of the Bank 
of England, and the sale of defence 
married quarters. Of course, the 
committees have many weakness¬ 
es. Some have become too close to 
the departments they monitor. 
Others have preferred big inquiries 
to regular scrutiny. A few chair¬ 
men, notably Greville Janner of the 
old Employment Committee, have 
been unable to resist the temptation 
ro "grandstand" for the cameras. 

There is obvious scope for im¬ 
provement and the liaison Com¬ 
mittee report makes important 
suggestions — for instance, that 





there is no justification for any 
minister or former minister declfo- 
ing to appear before a committee (a 
reference, among other cases, to 
Baroness Thatcher’s refusal to tes¬ 
tify before the Fergau dam bquiiy); 
that ministers should allow named 
civil servants to give evidence; and 
that more time be provided for 
debate on committee reports b- 
eludbg substantive and amend¬ 
able motions. 

Two key changes are needed. 
First, as yesterday's report sug¬ 


gests. the executive agencies, now 
employing three quarters of home 
dvii servants,"have not been suffi¬ 
ciently accountable". This is partly 
a matter of ministers allowing chief 
executives to give evidence when 
requested (not so far really a 
problem). Moreover, “it would be 
appropriate, bdeed essential, for 
the new committees to build bto 
their forward programme exami¬ 
nation of some if not all of the 
agencies and other non-departmen- 
tal bodies of whom they have an 
oversight". The report presents this 
as best practice since "it is a 
fundamental principle that it is for 
each committee to determine its 


own work programme". I believe 
that is too permissive. The commit¬ 
tees should have an obligation ro 
repon to be House every’ year on 
be main agencies b beir area. The 
same pobt applies on spendbg 
plans where, after a patchy start, 
more committees are looking ai the 
improved departmental reports. 
The Liaison Committee emphasises 
be "need for committees carefully 
to scrutinise beir departmental 
reports and particularly be finan¬ 
cial information bey contain”. 
Again, bat should be a matter of 
duty, not choice. 

Secondly, be career structure of 
be Commons needs to be changed 


to encourage service on select 
committees. At present, be ambi¬ 
tious prefer front bench service, no 
matter how lowly. Since 1992, four 
chairmen have become ministers, 
one even becoming an assistant 
whip. In his personal reflections. 
Sir Terence — one of be main 
architects of be select committee 
system since 1979 — argues bat 
new members need to be balanced 
by be experienced, particularly ex- 
ministers wib beir knowledge of 
how departments work. Some for¬ 
mer ministers have made a big 
contribution to be committees, but 
many adopt a low profile in the 
House after losing office and 


concentrate on outside business 
interests in preparation for retiring 
from be Commons. Moreover, Sir 
Terence noted be suggestion of the 
Senior Salaries Review Body bat 
extra payments for committee 
chairmen should be considered. 

But more radical solutions are 
needed. The number of ministers 
should be cut to reduce be domina¬ 
tion of be front benches. Young .. 
MPs might ben shift beir ambi¬ 
tions so bat select committee work 
is seen as fulfilling and important 
as part of a parliamentary career as 
becoming a junior minister.

THE shadow Of Victorian 
England fell over Portland 
Harbour yesterday when the 
pnson ship Weare arrived at 
the end of its voyage across the 
Atlantic.

Nor should they be 
now, according to many of the

Court ruling on book prices 
closes a publishing chapter 


THE suspended 96-year-old 
Net Book Agreement was 
finally killed off yesterday, 
making it unlawful for pub¬ 
lishers to fix the retail price of 
books. An order scrapping it :

after John Bridgeman. the 
Director-General of Fair 
Trading, argued that it was

The agreement had been 
ignored since September 1995 
as large publishers withdrew 
their support and bookstore 
chains started to discount 
titles.

come about" 

Mr Bridgeman had argued 
in court that the agreement 
prevented booksellers from 
selling titles in popular de¬ 
mand at lower prices and 
from disposing of slow-mov¬ 
ing stocks cheaply to avoid 
tying up capital.

In Berlin, thousands of con¬ 
struction workers protested 
for the fourth consecutive day 
in Berlin against chronic un¬ 
employment in their sector 
and so-called wage-dumping 
by foreign firms. 

The nature of yesterdays 
compromise shows yet again 
the great gulf between the 
Chancellor's brand of Chris¬ 
tian Democracy and the radi¬ 
cal Toryism of Margaret 
Thatcher, the last West Euro¬ 
pean leader to win an open 
confrontation with miners' 
unions. The Chancellor's orig¬ 
inal plan, crafted together 
with the Free Democrats, his 
more zealous reformist part¬ 


ner in the government coali¬ 
tion, was to cut subsidies to 
£1.4 billion a year by 2005- 
Each coalminer is subsidised 
now to ihe tune of £50.000 a 
year. Under the plan ten pits 
were to be dosed and 50.000 
miners were to be made 
redundant 

. Now the pit closures will be 
more evenly spread, coming at 
the rate of one a year until 
2005. About 26,000 jobs will 
disappear between now and 
2000 but the workers will be 
offered early retirement, vol¬

Another 20.000 will be 
eased out of the pits in the five 
years that follow. Government

There were worried laces 
among the revellers in the 
Hugo pit in Gelsenkirchen 
yesterday.

“Even if my job is 
safe until I’m 30 — what then? 
I cant retire." Some com¬ 


plained that the constant 
threat of dosure has soured 
The working atmosphere. 
Management was complain¬ 
ing of long tea breaks and 
time-wasting pauses to apply 
eye creams and dust masks. 

The Free Democratic Party 
supported the compromise but 
was less than enthusiastic 
about the result It has consis¬ 
tently argued for an end to 
coal subsidies. 

However, under the terms 
of the compromise total coal 
subsidies will stay at around

Bonn among last 
to subsidise coal 

By Christine Buckley, industrial correspondent 


THE decision by Germany to 
maintain support for its coal 
industry keeps alive one of the 
last government subsidies of¬ 
fered to coal. 

Apart from China, which is 
thought to subsidise mining 
heavily, Europe is the only 
region where government 
cash is offered to coal produc¬ 
ers. And within Europe the 
only other subsidies are of¬ 
fered by Spain and Poland 
although there is a small 
amount of support still operat¬ 
ing in the UK through govern¬ 
ment-enforced contracts with 
the electricity generators 
which expire in 199S. 

Elsewhere large coal pro¬ 
ducing countries such as Aus¬ 
tralia. the United States. 
Indonesia and South Africa 
mine coal at relatively low cost 
and export to Europe and 
other destinations despite 
freight costs. The price of coal 
depends on its export destina¬ 
tion and on the quality and 
type of coal needed. Generally 
the price of coal produced 
overseas and shipped into 
Europe hovers around the $40 
(£25) a tonne mark. 


According to McCloskey 
Coal Information Services, 
one of the most authorative 
monitors of coal production, 
Australia produces coal for 
about $2D-$30 a tonne and can 
ship it here for $40. The 
United States mines most coal 
for a price of about $35 a tonne 
which is in line with the $34 
achieved by Colombia and 
South Africa. 

Coal production costs in 
Germany and Spain are high 
in comparison to their interna¬ 
tional competitors. European 
mines tend to be deeper and 
harder to work whereas the 
newer areas in Australia and 
South Africa are easier and 
cheaper. 

Coal costs about $176 a 
tonne to produce in Germany | 
into which the Government 
sinks subsidies of $130 a tonne 
into the industry. However, 
some of the subsidy is intend¬ 
ed for long-term use for re¬ 
training and redundancy 
measures. In Spain coal costs 
about $100 a tonne to produce 
for which the Government 
puts up a subsidy of $50 a 
tonne.

Russian stocks were so huge 
that if a maverick regime, 
such as Iraq, tried to steal 150- 
200kg of wea pons-grade mate¬ 
rial, the “Russians would not 
even know about it” says 
David Albright, a co-author. 

Mr Albright, the president 
of the Washington-based Insti¬ 
tute for Science and Interna¬ 
tional Security, and a former 
member of the International 
Atomic Energy Agency inspec¬ 
tion team in Iraq, said that the 
Iraqis were trying to reconsti¬ 
tute their nudear weapons 
programme. 

He and his co-authors, Wil¬ 
liam Walker, the Professor of 
International Relations at St 
Andrews University, and 


Frans Berkhout, the senior 
Fellow at the Sdence Policy 
Research Unit at Sussex Univ¬ 
ersity, gave a warning that 
excessive secrecy about nu¬ 
clear stocks had made it 
impossible to keep an accurate 
record. 

The report. Plutonium and 
Highly Enriched Uranium 
1996 (Oxford University 
Press), estimated that 3,000 
tonnes of plutonium and 
highly enriched uranium had 
been produced in the past 50 
years, of which 2,000 tonnes 
were for military uses. Less 
than 400 tonnes were now 
required to sustain nudear 
arsenals, “so that 1,600 tonnes 
can be counted as excess" 

The report estimated that 
Russia now had 130 tonnes of 
weapons-grade plutonium; 
the United States, 85; Britain. 
3.1; France, 5: and China. 4. Of 
the so-called threshold states, 
those unofficially stocking 
nuclear bombs or weapons- 
grade fuel. Israel was estimat¬ 


ed to have 0.4 tonnes, India, 
03 and North Korea, 0.03. 

Russia also had 1,050 tonnes 
of highly enriched uranium; 
die United States. 645; Brit¬ 
ain. 8; France. 24; China, 20; 
and Pakistan. 0.2. The authors 
concluded that previous esti¬ 
mates that the Israelis had 
built 200 nudear bombs were 
probably exaggerated 

piQ' also reported that the 
prindpahnudear reprocessing 
countries — Britain, Russia 
and- France — were producing 
7-8 tonnes of plutonium from 
spent fuel out of. nudear 
power stations but in “an 
unprecedented growth” this 
was to rise to 22-23 tonnes by 
2000 . 

With the risk of nudear 
material foiling into the hands 
of terrorists, the authors called 
for urgent steps to be taken to 
improve controls of plutonium - 
and uranium stocks, particu¬ 
larly in Russia where the 
“possibility of theft was 
frightening”.

So far, the King has had little 
success in his efforts to break 
resistance to normalisation 
with Israel among Jordan's 
Islamic-dominated profes¬ 
sional unions, which between 
them represent 100.000 
people. They have ordered 
expulsion for any member 
working with Israelis. 

Yesterday's killings have 
added a terrible poignancy to 
the letter which Mr Netan¬ 
yahu sent to the King after the 
attack on his attitudes which 
was couched in language so 
undiplomatic that it took both 
Israeli and Arab officials by 
surprise. 

“It is up to us to realise our 
historical mutual interests and 
not let the setbacks of the 
Palestinian track cloud the 
understandings that were be- 
gun by my predecessors," he 
wrote on Monday. “Surely, we 
can achieve this end in a spirit 
of mutual respect and under¬ 
standing with the unrelenting 
hope and resolve to secure a 
better future for all peoples of 
this region."

Like other American presi¬ 
dents. Mr Clinton is attempt¬ 
ing a balancing act to keep die 
Middle East peace process 
from collapsing. He angered 
Arabs last week with Ameri¬ 
ca’s veto of a UN Security 
Council resolution criticising 
Israel'S plans to build 6,500 
homes for Jews in East Jerusa¬ 
lem, regarded by Palestinians 
as their future capital. 

Since then the US has 
criticised Binyamin 
Netanyahu, Israel'S Prime 
Minister, and demanded in 
vain that he should put off the 
construction. Israel has urged 
the US not to attend Mr 
Arafat’s summit, to no avail. 

America’s envoy will be 
Edward Abington, a signifi¬ 
cant choice because he is US 
consul-general in East Jerusa¬ 
lem. He handles day-to-day 
concerns of Palestinians there 
and in the West Bank. Plans to 
send a second American, Aar¬ 
on David Miller, deputy US 
peace negotiator, were can¬ 
celled without explanation. 

Mr Arafat, the Palestinian 
leader, has also invited the 
European Union. Japan, Rus¬ 
sia. Jordan, Egypt and Nor¬ 
way, all of whom have 
criticised the Israeli housing 
plan. Israel was not invited 
and is worried that interna¬ 
tional pressure will be mar¬ 
shalled against it at the 
meeting. 

In Washington, the State 
Department brushed aside 
Mr Netanyahu’s concerns, 
saying the Arafat conference 


was not a negotiating session 
for Middle East peace, nor an 
alternative to direct negotia¬ 
tions between Israel and the 
Palestinians.

US Navy ‘shot down TWA jet’ 


INDEPENDENT investiga¬ 
tors led by Pierre Salinger, 
President Kennedy’s press sec¬ 
retary, yesterday claimed to 
have found radar evidence 
showing that TWA Flight 800 
was accidentialty shot down 
last July by a US Navy missile, 
during a secret training exer¬ 
cise that has been covered up 
by the US Government 

Federal investigators flatly 
rejected the conspiracy allega¬ 
tions, insisting that Mr Salin¬ 
ger's "friendly fire" theory was 
a “cruel hoax" 

Flight TWA 800, bound for 
Paris, exploded off Long Is¬ 
land just minutes after take-off 
killing all 230 people on board. 

Mr Salinger's initial claims 
that a US Navy missile caused 
the disaster were widely dis¬ 
missed but yesterday he pro¬ 
duced a series of radar images 
from a John F Kennedy Air¬ 
port air traffic control video 
which he said provided abso¬ 
lute proof. 

The radar evidence, con¬ 
tained in a 67-page report and 
published in Paris-Match 
shows an unidentified “blip** 
heading for the airliner “at 
about 1500 miles per hour". 
Mr Salinger and Mike 
Sommer, a fellow journalist, 
said at a Paris press 
conference. 

The plane "was hit in error 
by an American Navy missile 
which had lost its lock on its

original target... launched by 
a LIS military vessel, either by 
a US Navy missile ship or a 
submerged submarine in¬ 
volved in that night’s secret 
exercises," Mr Salinger said.

Investigators say there are 
three possible theories to ex¬ 
plain the disaster — a bomb, 
mechanical failure or a miss¬ 
ile.

"We have absolutely no new 
evidence that there was any 
incident like this." Kenneth 
Bacon, chief spokesman for 
rhe Pentagon, said.

any ships, submarines or 
planes in the area have been 
inventoried, personnel have 
been interviewed, records 
have been checked." 

On Tuesday FBI agents 
raided the Flordia home of 
Richard Russell, a retired pilot 
and a member of Mr Salin¬ 
ger's investigating team, and 
confiscated videotape contain¬ 
ing the radar images. 

The tape has been dosely 
scrutinised by aviation experts 
who conduded it contained no 
evidence of a rogue missile. “It 
has.the blip of the plane [TWA 
800|. It has the blip of other 
planes. It has no missile, it 
never did. It never will," a 
federal offidal told The New 
York Times. 

However, Mr Sommer 
said:“The Navy has not been 
honest. It says no missile was 
fired that night. That is not 
true. It tells half-truths, half- 
lies and questions those who 
question it." 

The report alleges that there 
may have been a hush-up 
because the missile was “prob¬ 
ably" carrying a warhead of a 
type, banned under the SALT I 
arms treaty. It also quotes 
unnamed witnesses who 


monitored anti-terrorism ex¬ 
ercises on the day of the 
explosion, and who daimed to 
have heard a voice saying: 
“Oh. my God. I just hit that 
plane”. 

After the crash, “apparently 
as a rover-up. a missile ship 
involved in the disaster was 
sent out to sea via the Middle 
East and its crew dispersed 
around the world", the investi¬ 
gators said. 

According to Mr Salinger's 
theory, a missile was launched 
' at a dummy target which the 
report suggests may have 
been a "Tomahawk cruise 
missile". The missile may then 
have locked onto the larger 
target of TWA Flight 800. 
which was flying “perilously 
dose to the active warning 
area" and at a lower altitude 
than normal in order to avoid 
a US Air Force flight 

Mr Sommer said that evi¬ 
dence was compatible with 
two types of missile outlawed 
under international agree¬ 
ments: a continuous-rod miss¬ 
ile which bores into a target, 
tearing it to shreds, and a 
kinetic energy warhead which 
leaves telltale pockmarks.

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FBI investigators 
dismiss conspiracy 
theory as ‘bunkum’

I AMERICAN officials poured 
scorn on the TWA Flight 800 
conspiracy 'theories being 
touted by Pierre Salinger, the 
former White House press 
secretary, and others who 
believe that the airliner was 
hit accidentally by an Ameri¬ 
can military missile. 

James KaUstrom. the senior 
FBI man on the case, said that 
the conspiracy theorists 
should “get a life" and that 
Mr Salinger’s analysis of the 
crash, on July 17, 1996, was 
“just total nonsense: there is 
not a fact in there". An 
increasingly exasperated Mr 
Kallstrom added: “The theory 
that the US Navy had any¬ 
thing to do with this was put 
to bed a long time ago." 

Other leading members of 
the crash investigation team 
lined up wearily to dismiss 
the Internet-based accusa¬ 
tions of Mr Salinger. Kenneth 
Bacon a Pentagon official, 
called them “bunkum" and a 
“rehashing of old theories".

ALBANIA'S anarchy engulfed 
the ca pi ta l . Tirana, yesterday, 
and the country fell into total 
iittation with Its land borders, 
dfrport and ports all dosed. 

As foreign embassies began 
evacuating their nationals. 
President Berisha and the 
Opposition admitted that the 
country was beyond their con¬ 
trol and made a united plea to 
the European Union for an 
intervention force. In the short 
term, however, the President's 
resignation seems the only 
short-term measure that can 
achieve any calm on the 
streets. 

Heavy gunfire sounded 
around the capital as night 
drew in, and army tanks were 
reported to be heading for the 
central square. The city's pris¬ 
ons were emptied, including 
the two most important polit¬ 
ical inmates — Ramiz Alia, the 
former neo-Communist Presi¬ 
dent and Fatos Nano, the 
'Socialist figurehead. 

• 'f) Military arsenals around 
the capital were being looted 
all day, with streams of child¬ 
ren, adults and elderly stag¬ 
gering away with Kalash¬ 
nikovs, machineguns and 
ammunition. Albert Brojka, 
the Mayor of Tirana, appealed 
for calm from all political 
sides and religious groups. 
“The people must help the 
police in their duties — and 
above all else they must not 
fire at them." he said. 

While the street value of the 
Lek faltered only slightly, 
prices of food staples doubled 
and shops and warehouses on 
Tirana’s outskirts were looted. 
Ex hundred and fifty tonnes of 
Jour were taken amid chaotic 
scenes at a Swiss-owned ware¬ 
house: “We called the police;

they came and left," said the 
tearful manager. Mustafa 
Koskija. The central market 
closed early after panic-buy-

The British Embassy gave a 
"final warning" to nationals 
still in Tirana, and said it 
could not guarantee any sub¬ 
sequent evacuation efforts. 
About 120 Britons and 160 
Americans were reported to be 
heading for the port of Durres. 

South of the capital, most 
cars and lorries were heading 
to military arsenals aban¬ 
doned by the police, and 
villagers could be seen trek¬ 
king across country and along 
railway tracks burdened by 
weapons and ammunition. 

Durres fell early in the 
morning. "There was panic 
everywhere, and when the 
gunshots began we just hit the 
deck," said David Wold, an 
American missionary waiting 
forlornly for a ferry to Italy. 

All ships abandoned the 
harbour in the early hours as 
a rebel takeover became immi¬ 
nent, and by midday there 
were more than 50 vessels 
standing offshore. About 1,000 
Albanians were reported to 
have fled on board, and many 
more were reported to be in 
small boats appearing off the 
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President’s family‘escape on 
ferry stormed by refugees’

Italian reconnaissance pi¬ 
lots flying over the Adriatic 
said the Ciorgis was weaving 
from side to side, suggesting it 
was under the control of the 
refugees. They said the Alba¬ 
nians were armed with iron 
bars, sticks and guns. 

Earlier three Albanian air 
force helicopters had landed ai 
Brindisi and their crews de¬ 
serted: Italian military sources 
said there were women and 
children in the helicopters. 

Three Albanian patrol boats 
carrying an unknown number 
of people also surrendered to 
the Italian frigate Aliseo in the 
Adriatic. 
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Italian and Greek coasts. Pres¬ 
ident Berisha, under lire from 
all sides of foe political spec¬ 
trum, grimly carried on with 
parliamentary business. He 
swore in the new Government 
of national unity, but looked 
ashen-faced and tired. He.did 
not make an address to foe 
nation. 

In Bonn, Klaus Kinkel. the 
German Foreign. Minister, 
said EU embassies in Tirana 
should draw up a co-ordinated 
evacuation plan for all their 
citizens, but the overriding 
question of establishing an 
international intervention 
force had hardly been ad¬ 
dressed. 

Security sources with West¬ 
ern embassies in Tirana con¬ 
fessed that they had been 
wrong-footed by the speed of 
the country's collapse, and 
many governments must ask 
themselves how their intelli¬ 
gence gathering in potentially 
the Balkans' most pivotal state 
went so seriously awry. 

Albania was one of foe 
world’s largest producers of 
Kalashnikovs, and the sheer 
scale of the investment in self- 
defence made by Enver 
Hoxha, the former Stalinist 
dictator, is now apparent.

■ Will the great god Pan 
preside over our rite 
of spring? 


T ony Blair is not quite Bambi. Nor is he 
exactly the Devil with demonic red 
eyes of the posters. But there is a case 
for claiming that he is Pan. For as a lad, he 
played the modem equivalent of piper in a 
group. He has that fixed smile, as worn by 
the earliest statues of naked young men, and 
so known technically as “archaic", it is im¬ 
possible for spectators to see whether he has 
hairy legs and cloven hooves at the Dispatch 
Box, but cartoonists contrive to give him the 
look of a Faun, Satyr or Holy Goat Take in 
anachronistic references to Peter Pan who 
never grew up. And like Pan, Blair tries to be 
ail things to all voters. Folk etymology 
derived Pan's name from pan, the Greek 
word For “all" or everything, and made puns 
about love conquering all, and Pan being 
loved by all the gods. In fact the Arcadian 
Paon probably came from stranger pastures 
to the east as the pastoral Vedic god who 
was the protector and increaser of herds. 

Politics needs such symbolism to simplify 
its message. Colours have been used for 
partisan identification since before the 
Byzantine riots between the Greens and the 
Blues. At Eatanswill (otherwise Sudbury. 
Suffolk) the Pickwickians observed the Blues 
or Tories campaigning thirstily against the 
Buffs or liberals. Blue still signals Tory, 
with variations and deeper shades of blue in 
perverse regions. But the People's Flag is no 
longer deepest red. more smoked salmon 
pink, with a red rose as garnish with the 
watercress. Advertising agents get paid 
millions and ennobled for dreaming up such 
fatuous images as a shabby lion weeping red 
tears, it is strange that the expensive builders 
of commercial images have not come up with 
the notion of using the oldest symbols of all. 

Perhaps they have. Are cartoonists show¬ 
ing John Major wearing his underclothes 
outside his overdotoes hinting Superman, or 
even more improbably Hercules? Labour 
posters show a two-headed Major looking in 
both directions over tax. Consciously or not 
they are echoing the two-faced Roman 
Janus, the opener and closer of all things, in¬ 
cluding elections. And on Wednesday night 
John Boardman, giving the Walter Neurath 
Memorial Lecture at die National Gallery, 
made these old images dance. So he brought 
the imagery of modem politicians to mind. 

John PhesootL with his cruise steward’s 
trident, could star as the bluff god of the sea. 
Poseidon or Neptune roaring at the passen¬ 
gers above the waves. Margaret Thatcher ac¬ 
tually was known, by the brave, as Boadicea. 
There are several parliamentary candidates 
for Aphrodite in her nightie;-from Clare 
Short to Virginia Bottomley. so unkindly de¬ 
scribed by her poor man’s Thersites col¬ 
league as "bone from the neck. up". Ann 
Widdecombe for merciless Hera/Juno, the 
goddess of prison. Lady Olga Maitland for 
Iris, the rainbow messenger and serviceable 
tittle-tattle of her superiors, and the Beast of 
Bolsover for artisan Vulcan. 

But Pan has a far longer shelf-life than 
other myths. A cartoon showing a goat’s leg 
sticking through the ceiling, and wife 
exclaiming to husband "I told you they were 
holding an orgy up there" is intelligible to 
those with no interest in the ancient world. In 
Manhattan, Woody Allen echoes the pipes 
of Pan with harmonica and innocents of Ar¬ 
cadia abroad in the city. So Pan still plays in 
art. literature and life, from Milton to Shel¬ 
ley. from Saki to Private Eye. Animal 
imagery also works for politicians: John 
Major as Pooh or Mole, Blair as Piglet, 
Enoch Powell as Eeyore and Paddy Ash¬ 
down as Tigger. In that strange chapter in 
The Wind in the Willows called “The Piper at 
the Gates of Dawn” who appears having 
rescued Baby Otter? Who else but Pan? 

Pan is an odd archetype. He combines 
bestial passions with animal nobility and in¬ 
nocence. His provenance from a lost golden 
Arcady plays an old tune on ancient pipes, 
and is a potent political image-bite. But even 
in Arcadia death as well as love conquers all. 
“The great god Pan is dead" was a cry heard 
by a ship railing past the Ionian Islands at 
about the time of the nativity of Christ. Pan 
may be dead, but the old smiler with the 
goat's horns and legs will not lie down. And 
his doven hooves drum a reminder to 
politicians that all careers, however ephem¬ 
era lly glorious, eventually come to dust 
when Grear Pan is dead.

The day after defeat 


O h come on, let's jt st say it 
The Tories are he iding for 
defeat Granted, mi ades can 
happen. Tony Blair might be 
eaten by a shark. The Archangt A Gabriel 
might appear in Trafalgar Squ ire on the 
eve of poll and command Brits in to vote 
Conservative. Jack Straw might read his 
pager the wrong way up ard pledge 
himself to the slaughter of the I irst-bom. 
Though any vacuum as perfe 1 as new 
Labour remains capable at ai times of 
imploding, the vacuum chamber has 
been engineered well and ilated in 
stainless steel. The chances o accident 
diminish as the dock ticks. 

So take yourself to that likely moment 
outside Conservative Central Office in 
Smith Square on the morning f)f May 2. 
when John Major, in the dignified and 
steady way we have come to expect of 
him. steps onto the pavement t > concede 
defeat. What happens next, in the few 
short minutes before national attention 
switches to Labour's Millbank Tower, 
could be critical to Britain Should 
Major, there and then, dedare his 
intention to resign forthwith as party 
leader? Neil Kinnock, close to tears, as 
good as did. the emotional pr assure on 
John Major to do likewise will be 
intense. He must resist iL 
Ready for the kill, the Daily Mail will 
not be pleased. Along with an assort¬ 
ment of commentators in othdr papers, 
its opinion columns will declaije that the 
Conservative Party needs-an immediate 
fresh start. There is no tiihe to be 
lost (Mr Portillo's friends Ml say) 
in clearing away the baggage of defeat 
— of which the old Tory leader is part 
— and greeting toe new dawn under 
new Labour with a new leader. There 
will be a good deal of metaphor, much 
of it mixed, about the raising of ban¬ 
ners on commanding heights, the estab¬ 
lishment of dear blue water, r ew tunes 
we can whistle, and the replacement of 
fudge by focus. 

Tlie incoming parliamentary Conser¬ 
vative Party should be given a 1 few days 
to unpack its bags, sources dose to John 
Redwood will hint; then, within weeks 
or at most months, MPs should choose 
Mr Major's successor. Give him or her 
the summer of 1997 to prepare for toe 
first autumn conference in Opposition 
for 19 years. Let the party rally now, 
muster now, declare its new directions 
soon, then the long march can begin. 
That will be the cry. 

To become rhe butr of such 
editorialising will hurt. Reading one’s

The Tories need time to take stock 


obituary lowers the spirits, and news¬ 
paper commentary on the Prime Minis¬ 
ter has even now begun to take on an 
obituarial tone. By polling day John 
Major will be exhausted and perhaps 
depressed. Nothing would be more 
tempting than to terminate the pain with 
a statesmanlike announcement on May 
2 that he means to resign as soon as 
procedures for electing a successor can 
reasonably be set in motion. What he 
will ask himself, is the alternative? 

I can tell him. and some of his friends 
will tell him, and party members across 
the country should be speaking up and 
telling their representatives now. Mr 

Major should say _ 

there ought to be a 
leadership election — 
and (he should add) 
before too long. There 
are two questions for 
him. he should add:

October this year? Secondly, will he be a 
candidate himself? 

He shoutd confirm that he is not 
minded to be a candidate. And he should 
suggest that (whatever formal rights of 
tenure toe rules accord him), the timing 
of the leadership election should be up to 
the new parliamentary Conservative 
Party, whose temperature he will wish 
to take quite soon. But if they think it 
makes sense to settle down a little first 
in Opposition, and gauge the mood of 
toe new Parliament and of toe party in 
toe country, then he is prepared to carry 
on as caretaker leader until a proper 
contest in (perhaps) November, but in 
any event within 12 months. 

What are the precedents? Precedent 
does not in fact suggest there need be a 
leadership contest at all. Cement Attlee, 
defeated in the 1951 election, carried on 
leader for four years. Sir Alec 


but was toppled toe following year. Jim 
Callaghan, stayed on for a year, until 
1980. And those are the cases in which a 
Prime Minister who lost a general 
election did quit before toe next one. 
That is not toe rule. Heath was toppled 
only after his third defeat Harold 
Wilson kept his job after losing toe 1970 
election, to win in 1974. 

It is unlikely that John Major wants to 
carry on until the election after next. 
This we have to accept What must not 
be accepted is that a leadership contest 
must be urgent 

Elements (in particular on toe Right) 
are already quietly putting about that it 
goes without saying 
that there must be an 
immediate contest It 
does not- Make no 
mistake: what the 
Right has in mind is a 
putsch. They want to 
bounce their candi¬ 
dates and their argu¬

ut if the argument for a lurch to 
the Right has as much underly¬ 
ing strength as it has superfi¬ 
cial appeal, why should it be 
any weaker at toe end of this year? By 
then, new Tory MPs will have had time 
to examine toe arguments at leisure, and 
get to know toe Right’s leading contend¬ 
ers a little better. What is toe Right 
afraid of. that it should want the contest 
so soon? 

How can a new Tory MP, elected to 
Parliament for the first time on May I. 
exercise an informed choice in the 
election of a leader when he or she has 
only around 12 weeks before the sum¬ 
mer recess to get acquainted with toe 
candidates? How can MPs properly 
consult their constituency associations 
when neither the issues nor the person¬ 
alities have been aired in toe Commons 
or in the press? How can toe party 
nationally come to any view when there 


has been no party conference to hear toe 
arguments, discuss the policies, or view 
toe seaside catwalk upon which toe 
candidates can display their charms? 

The choice of leader is a decision with 
which toe Conservative Party will prob¬ 
ably have to live for at least a decade. It 
is a decade in which the whole politics of 
Britain is set to change. The Labour 
Party that Opposition MPS will face 
across toe floor will be a new and dif¬ 
ferent beast, taking toe reins of govern¬ 
ment on toe flimsiest of prospectuses 
about its intentions and plans. 

What is Labour going to do? Will it be 
pro-Europe or (as I suspect) Euro- 
sceptical? Wifi its domestic politics be 
radical or (as 1 suspect) tinkering, 
profligate or tight-fisted? Whose side 
will toe Liberal Democrats be on? Will 
the Scottish referendum this summer 
plump for a consultative or a tax-raising' 
parliament in Edinburgh? 

Until we have toe flavour of Labour 
government, is it wise to settle — 
perhaps immutably — toe flavour of 
the Opposition? How can Tory MPs. 
even chose with experience ar West¬ 
minster. choose their field marshal, their 
weaponry and their, mode of combat, 
until government has forced Tony Blair 
to show his hand? It is not as though 
there were any reason to rush. The 
Tories have until 2002 ro prepare their 
next general election campaign. In 
toe critical months during which Blair- 
ism is firsr observed in action, a 
leader with Major's assured and 
chairmanlike skills is precisely what the 
party needs as it settles its own 
responses. Fate offers the party what fate 
so seldom does: the time and space to 
look before leaping. It would be crazy 
not to rake it 

Conceding rhe merits of my case, 
some may ask why now is the moment 
to make iL The general election is not yet 
upon us, quite. The result is not known. 
First things, surely, first? 

No. A presumption can creep up 
almost unawares. Somebody tosses it 
out with a “naturally" or an "of course", 
somebody else repeats it as an acknowl¬ 
edged truth, and before a week has 
passed toe whole world assumes it to be 
unchallenged. Soon we will be in the 
thick of an election with no time to mull 
over toe assumptions with which we 
entered iL A presumption is growing 
that if the Tories Jose then John Major 
goes — quickly. The presumption is 
unfounded, almost without precedent 
and wrong. It should be rebutted now.

THE Bank of England is prepar¬ 
ing to print foreign currency far 
the first time.

Ss ever likely? After■ to «WJ 
debacle of disruptions on South West 
TrSis, are voters likely to believe that 
more privatisation is toe answer to 
London’s transport probtans? The Tube 
is only part of the network; it needs to be 
considered alongside buses, roads, rail¬ 
ways and the river too. as part of an 
integrated approach to London’s mfra- 
srructure. London is ciying out for 
strategic management m this andmany 
otoer respects, but an ill-considered seu- 
off is typical of toe present Govern¬ 
ment's piecemeal approach to London. 

Many government publications de¬ 
clare that London is ideally placed for the 
new millennium. This is true in certain 
respects, but it cannot be said of toe ritys 
system of government. London govern¬ 
ment baffles foreigners, with its unique 
lack of a dty-wide' authority, and bewil¬ 
ders its citizens with a gaggle of acronyms 
that are meaningless to most people. 

I have lived and worked in London aD 
my adult life, and witnessed extensive 
reorganisation in local government, 
most of it unnecessary. Too many times 
in the past the politics of government in 
London has been dominated by infight¬ 
ing and c e ntral government hubris. The 
London City Council, the Greater Lon¬ 
don Council and toe Inner London Edu¬ 
cation Authority were all abolished, 
rather than reformed, by Conservative 
Governments. What we need now is a 
return to London-wide government with 
as little disruption as possible. Labour's 
plans for a new Greater London Autho¬ 
rity (GLA) offer this. It is what the 
opinion polls say the overwhelming 
majority of Londoners want. In any 
case, after a period of consultation. 
Labour will give toe public their say in a 
referendum on London government—a 
choice about their future which toe 
Conservatives have denied tftem. 

A new authority will give Londoners 
and London a much-needed “voice” It 
wifi allow a democratic expression of toe 
capital's identity. The packed halls far 
last year's Architecture Foundation and 
Evening Standard debates on toe future 
of London show toe depth of feeling on 
this. London needs to make its own case 
in Whitehall And when London bids for 
major world sporting events in the 
future/such as toe Olympics, the world 
needs to know who represents public 
opinion in toe metropolis. 

The GLA will have a clearly defined 
remit and will be answerable to toe 
people of London, the police and the fire 
service. It wall be a streamlined author¬ 
ity, concerned with strategic problems 
such as land use. environmental plan¬ 
ning. economic development and above 
all transport ft wall deal with the

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CALM AND CONCILIATION 

Middle East leaders must use tragedy to lower tensions 


TTie shooting of seven children is numbing 
under any circumstance. On the first 
anniversary of the Dunblane massacre, the 

honific events on the Isradi-Jordanian 
*»rder yesterday have even greater res¬ 
onance here in Britain. 

But there in the Midddle East, the motive 
was politics. Relations between Israel andits 
neighbours have been fraught since the 
exchange of letters between King Hussein 
and Bmyarain Netanyahu, the Israeli Prime 
Minister. When this correspondence is so 
swiftly followed by the savage actions of a 
single soldier, it. is hard to see mere 
coincidence. The instinct of many in Israel 
wiD have been to regard the King's reference 
to a “very strong chance of violence" as 
provocation, not prediction. 

That would be understandable but deeply 
unfair. The King’s missive was one more of 
sorrow than anger. Us dispatch and sub¬ 
sequent deliberate profile have, however, 
proved unhelpful. There were 1 other and 
better means in which file same sentiment 
could have been conveyed. 

The manner in which Jordan responded to 
the outrage yesterday should have gone 
i^orne way to calm Israeli emotion. No ex- 
rfcuses were offered. King Hussein expressed 
his condolences in strong and sincere terms 
and then abandoned his scheduled journey 
to Washington and the White House. The 
appearance of Crown Prince Hassan at the 
site of the slaughter reinforced that message. 
The firm words of the Jordanian Prime 
Minister, Abdul Karim Kabariti, were fully 
appropriate to the moment 

These may be symbolic moves; but the 
Middle East has been short of such symbols 
recently. The peace process has never been 
less than complex and convulsive. In. the 
past two weeks a particularly poisonous at¬ 
mosphere has developed. The challenge for 
political leaders is to recognise that tragedy . 
jfvill become all too commonplace unless 
tfnuch greater efforts are made to promote 
‘ conciliation. A critical pari of that cause is 
self-restraint in rhetoric. The decision last 


month of the Israeli Government to proceed 
with the construction of 6,500 settlements in 
east Jerusalem was certainly contentious. 
But it was not a “declaration of war" as 
described by some Palestinian figures, nor 
would it “buiy the peace process for all time" 
as King-Hussein’S letter suggested. 

There are numerous steps each side could 
take to lower tensions. Yassir Arafat should 
postpone indefinitely his international meet¬ 
ing planned for this weekend in Gaza. If he 
wlQ not, those who had accepted invitations 
to attend should now reconsider. Mr Arafat 
must also drop his frequent threat to 
proclaim unilaterally an independent 
Palestinian state. Such a move truly might 
buiy the peace process. King Hussein could 
substitute a summit meeting with Mr 
Netanyahu for his cancelled appointment 
with President Clinton. 

The Israeli leader too has gestures he can 
make without sacrificing principle. He could 
abandon plans to close the east Jerusalem 
offices of four organisations with ties to the 
Palestinian National Authority. His Gov¬ 
ernment should liberalise the airspace 
arrangements between Gaza and the West 
Bank that have so aggrieved King Hussein. 
The Cabinet might also consider whether 
the beginning of the much' disputed housing 
project could be delayed for the moment 
The formula by which Israel intends to 
implement the Hebron agreement could be 
outlined and explained rather better. 

None of these measures can mitigate the 
difficult negotiations that must precede any 
ultimate agreement A premature attempt to 
rush those talks before broader confidence 
has been built would doom them to failure. 
An Ultimate relationship of trust between 
Israel and Jordan is fundamental to that 
outcome. Extremists on all sides will — as 
has again been demonstrated with the blood 
of innocents — do their utmost to destroy it. 
Middle East leaders are well aware of that 
reality. They must moderate their public 
words, do their best to becalm the political 
mood, and resume the path of dialogue. 


HOLE IN THE BANK 

NatWest should listen to the Bank of England 


This year, according to City estimates, some 
£3 billion equivalent to 05 per cent of 
GDP — will be paid oat in bonuses to a 
small numbed of bankers, traders and fund 
managers. This enormpus transfer helps to 
explain the surge in prices of family houses 
fin smart London postal districts and 
-Georgian rectories within wedcending dis¬ 
tance of the capital. But it also raises worries 
about whether the structure of bonuses 
encourages City employees to take dan¬ 
gerous risks with their banks* money. 

Yesterday the hole in NatWesTS accounts 
as a result of “mispricing" by an options 
trader widened from £50 million to £90 
million. This loss wiD be reduced a little 
because some £8 million of bonuses that 
have been promised but not yet paid will be 
withdrawn, and there are £5 million of 
provisions to set against the losses. But the 
difference between the £8 million clawed 
Aback from : employees and the £77 million 
that shareholders will have to bear shows 
how unevenly the risk of trading falls on 
employer and employee. 

Indeed, as a recent Bank of England paper 
on "Remuneration and Risk" points out, 
bonuses can often act as a perverse incentive 
on traders. Employees in effect have limited 
liability:-if they lose a lot of their employers’ 
money, the worst that can happen to them is 
that they have to forgo their bonus and rely 
on their basic salary alone, or they lose their 
job. The banks for which they work, 
however, may have to absorb many millions 
of pounds of losses. 

The “upside" rewards for the employee 
can be eneffmous. Profit-linked bonuses are 
becoming ever more-popular. In theory, this 


should benefit both sides: employees are 
encouraged to make as much money as 
possible both for themselves and their firm. 
In practice, the temptation is to take 
excessive risks. 

The fear of dismissal can also work 
perversely. If a trader has lost his employ er 
a tot of money, he may deride to take bigger 
and bigger positions in an attempt to get 
back to profit He may feel that he has little 
to lose and everything to gain by gambling 
with the bank’s capital. After all, he will not 
be asked to compensate the employer for 
losses. But he may save his job. 

Proper supervision of traders ought to 
lknit Die risky positions they can take. But. 
as a succession of losses has shown, from 
Barings through to NatWest, managers 
have often failed to spot problems before 
they become disasters. In complex derivative 
markets such as futures, options and swaps, 
the traders tend to be more knowledgeable 
than their ultimate bosses. They may 
. succeed in covering up losses by manipulat¬ 
ing prices or computer entries without their 
superiors noticing the irregularities. 

Two reforms are clearly needed. First, 
control systems should be improved so that 
managers can keep a proper grip on their 
traders. Secondly, bonus structures need to 
be more sophisticated: based on more than 
simple profits, and deferred so that employ¬ 
ers can claw back money if losses are made. 
Instinctively, banks may be reluctant to do 
anything that could alienate their star 
traders. But the examples of NatWest and 
others should make them understand that 
several good years of profits can be quickly 
swallowed up by one black hole.

The commission currently has four pro¬ 
posals worthy of speedy scrutiny. It has been 
waiting since 1993 to see its suggested 
reform of the law on offences against the 
person, which is governed by a statute from 
1861. Suitably framed, the commission's 
draft legislation could have been used to 
prosecute stalkers whom the law has found 
it difficult to tackle. Proposals to reform the 
law on manslaughter to allow prosecutions 
for corporate killing would bring Britain 
into line with other jurisdictions. 

A suggested alteration to the law of 
contract to confer rights on third parties 
would smooth commercial life. It could 
allpw a guarantee which covers the sale of 
one product such as a car to be transferred in 
turn to a subsequent buyer. Finally, reform 
of the obscure law on chancel repairs would 
remove a hidden pitfall in property trans¬ 
actions which can land unwary rural buyers 
with five-figure bills for the renovation of 
nearby churches. 

The law of unintended consequences may 
bedevil some of the Law Commission's 
suggestions. That was certainly the case 
with their recent family law reforms. But 
Parliament, once bitten, should nor shy 
away from necessary change. Space should 
still be cleared by the next government for 
the - undramatic Bills that can make a 
difference.

Sir, The Foreign Secretaiy's apologia 
for Nato enlargement (article, March 
10) Is strong on dogmatic assertion but

He states that if Nato were not ex¬ 
tended “the countries of Central Eur¬ 
ope would fear that Russia was able to 
reassert its hegemony over them”. The 
same, if true, would apply still more 
strongly to Finland and the Baltic 
states. Why axe they not seen as initial 
candidates for admission? 

WithouT extension we would be 
“creating once again a line down the 
middle of the map of Europe". With 
extension we would simply be moving 
that line a few hundred miles further 
to the east. 

Without enlargement “new regional 
alliances might spring up". What on 
earth would be wrong with that — es¬ 
pecially if Nato develops, as Mr Rif- 
kind suggests that it will, “a dynamic 
partnership with countries to its east 
for practical cooperation and political 
consultation"? 

"Neither the new Nato nor its ex¬ 
pansion poses a threat to Russia".* 
That surely is for the Russians to say. 
After all, we were taught during the 
Cold War to base our policies on the 
capabilities of our adversaries rather 
than their intentions. 

To take account of Russian suscepti¬ 
bilities is not to accept their veto over 
our policies. It is simply to recognise 
that there can never be stability in 
Europe unless the Russians feel 
secure, and to ride roughshod over 
their susceptibilities is not a very sen¬ 
sible way to guarantee the security of 
their neighbours to the west.

Sir. I fear the suggestion in your head¬ 
line (Medical Briefing. March S) that 
all British doctors should "submit" to 
HIV testing would be a waste of time 
and money if the object of the exercise 
is to prevent patients worrying about 
being infected with HIV by their doc¬ 
tors. 

Dr Stuttaford has told us. correctly, 
thar as far as is known, only two 
examples of this taking place have 
been verified worldwide, so the actual 
risks in the UK must be very slight. 
There are however still going to be 
some patients who are worried about 
the risks of acquiring such a deadly 
disease. 

Once a negative test for HIV has 
been reported on an individual, this 
can generally be taken as proof that 
they are free from infection. However, 
the individual concerned could be¬ 
come infected within days of having 
blood taken, or have been in the early 
stage of HIV disease when the stan¬ 
dard tests may be negative. To exclude 
all these eventualities would mean re¬ 
peated and regular testing of all 
doctors. 

The costs of such an exercise would 
be considerable and raise many non- 
medical problems. Overall the situa¬ 
tion is very different to hepatitis B 
which is much commoner than HIV 
infection and, more importantly, 
much more infectious. 

Furthermore, hepatitis B testing al¬ 
lows protective vaccination to be offer¬ 
ed to those found to be lacking in

ob Cook became the 
|'^r Army's -Signal Of- 
ficeT-in-Chief as the 
Berlin Wall came 
down and the Soviet threat to 
’ Europe collapsed. The Minis¬ 
try of Defence had set in hand 
fee strategic studies of Op¬ 
tions for Change. The Trea¬ 
sury. however, had hijacked 
the work and turned it into a 
cost-cutting exercise to gamer 
the largest possible “peace 
dividend" while the going was 
good. Cook and his fellow 
arms directors were soon 
faced with the task of trying to 
meet Treasury demands for 
cuts. with one hand while 
conducting the Gulf War with 
the other. 

Cook, was the right man to 
fight the Royal Signals’ comer 
at his crucial time. He was 
blessed with a sharp intellect 
.yd.a real understanding of 
:R rapidly advancing elec¬ 
tronic technologies in the 
fields of command, control 
and information systems in 
wan he could also express 
their benefits lucidly to the 
Army Board. He had a robust 
personality, was a dynamic 
commander and an able staff 
officer — all of which enabled 
him to ensure that Royal 
Signals did not lose out in the 
struggle for resources within 
the Treasury's draconian fi¬ 
nancial limits. 

Taking a persona] grip on 
reshaping his corps, he wrote 
a strategy paper on the future 
Mrnmand and control struc- 
#e for the Army in the post- 
Lold War era against which 
Royal Signals' units could be 
justified. This turned out to be 
a remarkably perceptive anal¬ 
ysis. written at a time when 
there was no certainty about 
die future size and shape of the 
Army. His work, reinforced by 
ongoing experience in provid¬ 
ing the Army's communica¬ 
tions during the Gulf War, 
laidthe foundations of today's 
Royal Signals' order of battle. 
Concurrently with Options 



for Change, he was embroiled 
in the Review of the Training 
Base. He fought, perhaps 
over-doggedly, on behalf of his 
and the other engineering 
corps (RE and RE ME} for the 
retention of their apprentice 
and junior leaders regiments, 
recognising that their dis¬ 
bandment would seriously 
damage recruiting of high 
calibre young men (as has. 
indeed, proved to be the case). 

Sadly, his outspoken opposi¬ 
tion to these and other changes 
may have played a part in his 
not being appointedCB on his 
retirement.—. in v spite of his 
invaluable services to the 
Army and his corps over some 
forty years." Ironically;' he 
heard just before he died of the 
return. In modified form, of 


both apprentice and junior 
leader training. 

The son of an army officer 
serving in India, Robert Fran¬ 
cis Leonard Cook was initially 
brought up- in what is now 
Pakistan. He went to school 
first at Karachi Grammar 
School and then, back in 
England, at Wei beck College 
and Sandhurst before being 
commissioned into the Royal 
Corps of Signals in 1959. 

He showed his pronounced 
scientific and technological 
bent early at the School of 
Signals and at the Military 
College of Science at 
Shrivenham, where he gained 
a BSc in physics in 1962, and. 
after a further two years' 
research work, an MSc. Sub¬ 
sequently, he became a Fellow 


of the Institute of Electrical 
Engineers and a Chartered 
Member of the Institute of 
Physics. 

His first technical staff ap¬ 
pointment came in 1975 on die 
project management staff of 
the procurement executive 
within the MoD. Promoted 
lieutenant-colonel in 1977, he 
returned to Shrivenham as an 
instructor in telecommunica¬ 
tions, information systems 
and electronic warfare. 

In 1978 he went to Germany 
to take command of 4th Divi¬ 
sion's HQ and Signal Regi¬ 
ment at Herford. At the end of 
his command, he was given a 
change of scene in 1981, when 
he was appointed to the logis¬ 
tics planning staff of HQ 
BAOR, handling theatre war 


plans and British lines of 
communication. 

His respite from technology 
was short-lived: promoted col¬ 
onel in 1982. he joined the 
operational requirements staff 
in the MoD where he was 
responsible for stating the 
Army’s development require¬ 
ments for future communica¬ 
tions. intelligence and 
surveillance equipment up to 
and beyond the year 2000. 

- He was soon able to put 
Whitehall theory into practice 
in Germany when, in 1983, he 
was promoted brigadier with 
the two-hatted appointments 
of Commander Communica¬ 
tions. 1st (British) Corps, and 
Brigade Commander. 1st Sig¬ 
nal Brigade, which he was 
instrumental in forming. His 
outstanding work was the 
introduction of the then state- 
of-the-art Ptarmigan area 
communication system and 
the early electronic data han- i 
dling system, named Wavell 
(after the Field Marshal). 

At the end of 1985. he 
attended the Nato Defence I 
College in Rome, and that | 
became secretary to the Nato | 
Military Committee in Brus¬ 
sels. It was an exciting time to 
be in the Nato corridors of 
power. Events were pointing 
to the collapse of communism, 
and the Nato Chiefs of Staff 
were working in overdrive. 
Despite the pressures in Brus¬ 
sels, Cook managed to find 
time to gain a Master of 
Philosophy degree in Strategic 
Studies from the University of 
Wales in 1989. 

After he became Signal Of- 
fioer-in-Chief. a fresh reorgan¬ 
isation within the Defence 
Ministry led to his taking on 
additional coordinating re¬ 
sponsibilities as Director Gen¬ 
eral of Command, Control, 
Communications and Infor¬ 
mation Systems (Army) in 
1990. Retiring from the Army 
in 1992, he threw himself with 
his customary energy into a 
second career as Director 
Genera] of die Federation of 
the Electronics Industry; he 
was building a reputation for 
sound leadership and admin¬ 
istrative drive among the lead¬ 
ing electronics firms when his 
health gave way. 

He married Gillian pilly) 
Margaret Lowry in 1961. His 
wife, a son and two daughters 
survive him. 


. Colin Smith. Professor of 
Spanish. Cambridge 
University, 1975-90, died 
of cancer on February 16 
aged 69. He was born on 
September 17,1927. 

COLIN SMITH was a leading 
authority on medieval Span¬ 
ish literature. His publications 
on the Poema de mto Cid 
profoundly altered the way in 
which that epic is viewed. His 
edition of 1972, based closely 
on the manuscript, challenged 
longstanding orthodoxy. Sup¬ 
ported by the work of others 
that soon appeared, it set new 
norms and cleared the way for 
radical rethinking. 

Smith was at the forefront of 
this through a series of articles 
which culminated in 77te 
Making of the Poema de mio 
Cid (1983), in which his view of 
the poem as the product of a 
single, learned author in a 
particular cultural milieu is 
set out most folly. 

But perhaps Smith’s most 
prominem achievement was 
the Collins Spanish Dictio¬ 
nary. Under his editorship it 
marked a major advance in 
Spanish-English dictionaries, 
with its wide-ranging inclu¬ 
sion of contemporary lan¬ 
guage, its lack of pedantry and 
its capacity to provide the 
practical help that users seek 
in such a work. Smith’s direc¬ 
tion of subsequent updated 
and improved editions en¬ 
sured that its position re¬ 
mained unchallenged. 

Born in Sussex, and always 
keeping the soft burr of its 
accent. Christopher Colin 
Smith was educated at 
Vamdean School in Brighton. 
He first went up to Cambridge 
in 1947 to read modem lan¬ 
guages at St Catharine’s Coll¬ 
ege. He stayed there for his 
doctorate on GOngora and his 
precursors, the subject of his 
first published articles. He 
lectured in Spanish at the 
University of Leeds in the 
1950s and 1960s, when his first 
works on lexicography and on 
the medieval period were pro¬ 
duced. In 1968 he moved back 
to Cambridge, to a lectureship 
in Spanish and to a fellowship 
at St Catharine'S. He was 
appointed to the Chair of 
Spanish in 1975, and he filled it 
with distinction until choosing 
early retirement in 1990. 

In addition to the Collins 
Spanish Dictionary and his 



work on the Poema de mio 
Cid. Smith also published 
studies on other areas of 
Spanish culture, from medi¬ 
eval to modem, from chroni¬ 
cles in Latin to short stories in 
Galidan. His distinction was 
recognised in corresponding 
membership of the Real Aca¬ 
demia de la Lengua Espanola 
and in his appointment by the 
Spanish Crown as Comend- 
ador de numero de la Orden 
de Isabel la Catolica. 

Remarkably. Smith was 
also an outstanding scholar in 
another field, British place- 
names, He had inherited his 
father's interest in archaeolo¬ 
gy and as a young boy he had 
taken part in several digs. 
Besides his several articles, his 
tome on The Place-Names of 
Roman Britain (1979), with 
A. L F. Rivet, was a major 
contribution that remains a 
standard work of reference to 
this day. 

Brimming with energy. 
Smith was no introverted 
scholar. He contributed great¬ 
ly to his various universities, 
to St Catharine's College and 
to academe in many other 
ways. One of the most influen¬ 
tial was his work for the 
Modern Language Review, the 
language journal of the Mod¬ 
em Humanities Research As¬ 
sociation. He was the journal’s 
Hispanic editor, 1974-81. and 
its general editor, 1976-81. This 
work and his great distinction 


as a scholar were rightly 
recognised last year, when he 
was the honorary president of 
the Modem Humanities Re¬ 
search Association for 1996. 

He was a popular colleague, 
lecturer and tutor. At St Cath¬ 
arine's College, to whose wel¬ 
fare he was dedicated, he 
unfailingly offered time to 
those who needed it, along 
with a copa of the college's 
sherry at the appropriate hour 
of the day. His infectious good 
humour and sense of fun 
enlivened many occasions, 
and found other outlets in his 
production of cartoons, mem¬ 
oirs of a Cambridge bedder, 
pseudo-medieval ballads and 
the like. 

And, as if this were not 
enough. Smith pursued his 
principal hobby to a consider¬ 
able level of expertise. He was 
a keen amateur entomologist 
with his awn fine collection of 
moths. His knowledge of them 
was encyclopaedic, and it was 
a matter of considerable satis¬ 
faction to him that, while on a 
field trip in southern England 
in 1990, he discovered a spe¬ 
cies new to this country, which 
he named the Southern Chest¬ 
nut dedining to name it after 
himself in a typical act of 
modesty. 

He was. also, a devoted 
family man. He is survived by 
his wife Ruth, and by their 
three daughters. His son pre¬ 
deceased him.

JOHN CHAPMAN 


Hdena Hayward, OBE, 
decorative arts historian, 
■Bed on February 17 aged 
82. She was born on 
September 18,1914. 

FLUENT in French, German 
and Italian, Helena Hayward 
was-quite at ease at the centre 
of a group of foreign art 
historians. Assembling them 
around, a Chinese Chippen¬ 
dale chair, for instance, she 
would enthral them with her 
vivacity and knowledge. She 
Aierstood that a good teach¬ 
er needs to explain objects at 
first-hand, unhindered by 
glass cases or roped off areas. 

Hdena was the only daugh¬ 
ter of Sir Henry Martyn, 
KCVO. Surgeon-Apothecary 
to the Royal Household at 
Windsor. After going to school 
in Ascot, she went to the 
Sorbonne and to Heidelberg 
Universities, and also spent a 
considerable time in Italy. 


This explained her command 
of three foreign languages, 
although she also had some 
knowledge of Spanish, Dan¬ 
ish and Russian. 

In J939 (on April Fool’s Day. 
she liked to explain). Hdena 
married the art historian John 
Hayward. He was called into 
service with the Special Oper¬ 
ations Executive a few months 
later but as soon as the war 
was over he and his wife found 
themselves freer to pursue 
their mutual interest in art. 
John Hayward was appointed 
a member of the Monuments 
and Fine Arts branch of the 
Army of Occupation in Aus¬ 
tria from 1945 to 1947. and 
then, for two more years, a 
member of the Control Com¬ 
mission in Vienna. 

These appointments gave 
his wife a superb chance to 
study in many foreign librar¬ 
ies and to examine, in detail. 
Baroque architecture and dec¬ 



oration. In 1951, when her 
husband joined the staff of the 
Victoria and Albert Museum, 
she settled down in London to 
family life, and to writing and 
lecturing. 

Helena Hayward’s first 
book was a dictionary of 
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antique collecting, bur it was 
her 1963 pioneering study uf 
ihe !8ih-cenrury wnndcarver 
Thomas Johnson which estab¬ 
lished her reputation. She 
built this up by editing World 
Furniture (1969) and later a 
book of all the drawings of the 
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18th-century furniture maker, 
John Linnelt. Her two-volume 
study (with Professor Pat 
Kirldiam),of John Linnell and 
his brother William was pub¬ 
lished in 1980. 

But it was as a teacher that 
she became best known. She 
lectured at the Victoria and 
Albert Museum, and for six 
years taught the silver and 
furniture courses at the Study 
Centre for the History of the 
Fine and Decorative Arts 
which her friend Erica 
O'Donnell had founded in 
1964. Helena Hayward would 
also accompany her husband 
to the venues of the 
Amngham Summer School, to 
study the country house and 
its contents. She gave help to 
this school for many years, 
becoming its co-director in 
1071. and then for ten years, 
1976-85. its director. An 
Atringham scholarship was 
endowed in her name in 1991. 

Although an enthusiastic 
and charismatic personality, 
Helena Hayward always 
maintained a courteously tact¬ 
ful approach to house owners, 
whose knowledge of their own 
|wssessions was often less 
precise than her own. When 
they claimed that an Art- 
Nouveau chair, for instance, 
was one that had been used ar 
George U's Coronation, Hele¬ 
na would say nothing to 

disenchant them. 

In 1694 a lavish party was 
thrown at Cliveden to cele¬ 
brate her 80th birthday. 
Assembled friends paid trib¬ 
ute to a remarkable life. 

Her husband died in 1983 
and she is survived by a son 
and daughter. 


John Chapman, CR. 
naval architect, died on 
February 25 aged 97. He 
was born on December 
28,1899. 

IN A lengthy career in ship 
design John Henry Benjamin 
Chapman worked on vessels 
ranging from aircraft carriers 
and cruisers to submarines 
and lifeboats. He was only 14 
when he joined the Royal 
Dockyard. Devonport, as a 
shipwright apprentice. He 
studied hard, passed his pro¬ 
fessional examinations and 
was appointed to the Royal 
Naval College. Greenwich, as 
a constructor cadet. 

After short periods at Chat¬ 
ham and at sea in the battle¬ 
ships Resolution and Revenge 
he was appointed, in 1923, to 
the Admiralty on the staff of 
the director of naval construc¬ 
tion to assist first in the design 
of the Kent and London cruis¬ 
er classes, and then to work in 
the submarine section. 

In 1929 his special experi¬ 
ence in underwater craft led to 
his joining the staff of Rear- 
Admiral Submarines at Port 
Blockhouse, Gosport The 
“CT, “P" and “R" classes, the 
first submarines of post-Flrst 
World War design, were just 
coming into service. In addi¬ 
tion to attending the first of 
their speed and deep diving 
trials he had the sad task of 
advising on the salvaging of 
the prototype aircraft-carrying 
submarine M2 which had 
sunk while on trials in West 
Bay off Portland Bill. Al¬ 
though the submarine re¬ 
mains to this day at the bottom 
of the sea. Chapman received 


a personal commendation 
from the Admiralty Board for 
his part In the operation. 

In 1933 he spent three years 
at Portsmouth in charge of the 
reconstruction of the battle 
cruiser Repulse. In 1936, when 
the rebuilding of the fleet was 
getting into its stride, he 
moved to Scotland to oversee 
the building of the aircraft 
carrier Implacable and the 



cruisers Liverpool and Glas¬ 
gow, as well as the submarines 
Cachalot and Tribune. 

In 1939 he returned to the 
Admiralty to take charge of 
aircraft operating and han¬ 
dling equipment This in¬ 
volved liaison with the Air 
Ministry. He was also con¬ 
cerned with the fitting in 
merchant ships of rocket cata¬ 
pults for die launching of 
Hurricane aircraft for convoy 
defence. 

With the passing of the 
Lend-Lease Act repairs and 
refits of British ships were 
undertaken in US Navy yards 
and in 1941 a liaison staff of 
experienced naval construc¬ 


tors, including Chapman, was 
sent to America. Chapman 
joined the British Admiralty 
repair mission in Washington. 

As American aid expanded, 
he also became concerned 
with the fitting out of new 
construction ships before their 
transfer to the Royal Navy, 
spending much of his time 
overseeing the work in ship¬ 
yards in the United States and 
on the west coast of Canada. 
He remained in the US until 
the dose of 1944 when he 
returned to the Admiralty at 
Bath, now in the rank of chief 
constructor. 

A period of general design 
duties followed. In 1951 he was 
promoted to assistant director 
and moved into the more 
academic field of research and 
development In 1954 he was 
made toe principal deputy and 
in 1958 became Director of 
Naval Construction and thus 
chief warship designer in the 
new Ship Department of toe 
Ministry of Defence. He was 
appointed CB in 1957. 

On retirement in 1961 he 
became a director of Fairfield 
Shipbuilding and Engineer¬ 
ing, and a member of toe 
council and a vice-president of 
toe Royal Institute of Naval 
Architects. He was on toe 
management committee of the 
RNU and as technical consul¬ 
tant was closely involved with 
toe change from the old- 
fashioned double-ended life¬ 
boats to the modem Arun, 
Bede and Mersey classes. 

In his later years he lived in 
Bosham. West Sussex. His 
wife Dorothy died in'1991 and 
he is survival by their son and 
daughter.

The losses have been inde¬ 
pendently benchmarked by 
Coopers & Lybrand, die acc¬ 
ountant, working with Linkla- 
ters & Paines, the law firm.

Cofin Short, the bard 
man drafted in from tCL, has 
delivered most of what the 
market has been asking for, by 
means of disposals including 
Keebler, probably UB’s worst 
mistake because it meant taking 
on PepsiCo in its home market, 
and cost-cutting.

□ THE retailing pitches on City 
hading floors are wondering 
whether our mighty grocers, in 
the dumps since the start of the 
year, might have turned die 
comer.

RECKITT & COLMAN, the 
household products and food 
group, is shifting away from 
its £200 million food opera¬ 
tion, which it regards as “non- 
core'’. 

The company, which, owns 
Dettol and Lemsip, said that' 
the food business was not part 
of long-term growth strategy. 
Instead, it was looking to 
emerging markets, through 
sales of Its household prod¬ 
ucts, to drive future growth. 

Its food operations, mainly 
in North America, suffered a 
fall in operating profit last 
year, to £195 million, in^pite 
of a 3.6 per cent increase in 
sales, to £203 million. 

A stronger performance 
from household products, 
which account far 80 per cent 
of group business, helped pre¬ 
tax profits grow to £316 mil¬ 
lion (£285 million). After foe 
effects of disposals, earings 
dropped to 57.7p (76.8p) a 
share. The total dividend rises 
to 23 J7p (2Q.I5p), with a final 
M.G2p due on July 7. 

The strength of sterling cut 
about £130 million from group 
turnover, which grew from

L&F products, which it

W hen the German Govern¬ 
ment and the Bundes¬ 
bank speak the world sits 
up and listens. But when 
analysing rhe problems of the German 
economy and the prospects for econom¬ 
ic monetary union, what politicians 
and central bankers say in public is 
less important than what they really 
think. To by to establish the latter 1 
have spent the past few days in 
Germany speaking to politicians, se¬ 
nior officials and their aides. Below are 
my interpretations of what I heard. 

First, regarding the stagnation of the 
German economy, which is now by far 
the most important obstacle to mone¬ 
tary union, there is an encouraging 
realism in the German business com¬ 
munity. The official view that the 
German unemployment crisis has 
nothing to do with monetary policy and 
is purely a function of structural 
rigidities in the labour market is no 
longer universally endorsed outside 
the portals of the Bundesbank. More 
and more Germans openly mention a 
subject that even a year ago was 
completely taboo. 

This is the fact that the economic 
recovery of 1994 was killed by apafoo- 
logical hardening of the mariL That in 
turn, was caused, at least in part by the 
policy pursued by the Bundesbank. 
Consider the following comment fay a 
successful industrialist and senior Free 
Democrat politician: “The present 
unemployment problem is part of what 
happened two years ago when our 
exchange rate went to DM137. That 
had the most serious consequences, 
especially for smaller and medium- 
sized German companies which could 
not hedge against such exchange rates 
and simply could not compete." 

When pressed about what could 
have caused this disastrous overvalu¬ 
ation the politician added; “I would nor 
publicly criticise the Bundesbank, 
which, of course, is completely inde¬ 
pendent of politicians, but it is hard to 
deny that monetary policy had some¬ 
thing to do with foe damage done by 
foe overvalued mark." 

The corollary of this statement is a 
view that German politicians may not 
yet be willing to stale on the record, but 
which industrialists now widely 
espouse: an expansionary macroeco- 
nomic polity is increasingly recognised 
as an indispensable condition for a 
reduction of unemployment and re¬ 
sumption of adequate growth. 

Reform of the labour market, reduc¬ 
tions in taxes and public spending and 
greater flexibility of foe economy’s 
supply side are all necessary. But many 
Germans no longer seem to share the 
Bundesbank's confidence that supply 
side reforms are sufficient to cure 
unemployment, or foe view that mone¬ 
tary policy .cannot be used as an 
instrument for accelerating growth or 
reducing unemployment 
Indeed an acceleration of growth is 
exactly what the Bundesbank itself is 
now trying to achieve by keeping 
interest rates at record low levels, as 
are the two other central banks that 
allowed their currencies to become 
grotesquely overvalued in 1995: Swit- 



term borrowing, and whether structur¬ 
al public spending is under control 
But in spite of Germany's generally 
good standing in terms of these 
fundamental criteria, there are three 
problems in simply assuming that 
EMU could go ahead. 

. The first problem is that the deficit 
could end up much higher than the 3 
per cent ceiling — say in the 3.5 io 4 per 
cent range —and that would make it 
impossible to plead the favourable 
long-term fundamentals in defence. 
Secondly, it is still uncertain whether 
Germany really is getting to grips with 
its structural .fiscal problems, given 
that foe Government's tax and pen¬ 
sions reforms are currently stalled in 
the Bundesrat. Thirdly, there is tbe 
political crap that Theo Waigel, foe 
Finance Minister, has set for himself 
by insisting that EMU can go ahead 
only if Germany precisely meets the 3 
per cent target Herr Waigel hoped to 
reassure the German public but foe 
danger now is that his slogan “three 
means three" will be used against him 
and will undermine confidence if 
Germany goes ahead with even a 
slightly higher deficit 

This last factor, however, should not 
be overestimated. As long as the deficit 
is reasonably near 3 per cent, the public 
could be reassured if the Bundesbank 
gave its support for a derision to go 
ahead, dting the favourable long-term 
stability factors. The trouble is that foe 
Bundesbank could offer such reassur¬ 
ance on three conditions. 

First, foe Government really would 
have to be dealing convincingly wth 
some of the structural problems. 
Secondly, the budget deficit would 
have to be within reasonable distance 
of 3 per cent Finally, foe other 
countries involved in the single curren¬ 
cy would have to command foe same 
credibility and display the same long¬ 
term stability culture as Germany. 

This leads to another possible moti¬ 
vation for all the rumours of delay — 
though certainly not one that anyone 
would admit to. This is foe desire to 
prepare financial markets for foe 
almost inevitable exclusion of Italy, 
Spain and Portugal from the first 
round of EMU.

zerland and Japan. Largely as a result 
of the Bundesbank's undeclared con¬ 
version to more expansionary mone¬ 
tary policies about a year ago, foe 
German economy is now clearly 
recovering. But Germany still depends 
for its momentum almost entirely on 
export growth. That means that any 
renewed strengthening of the mark 
against the dollar, the' yen. and even 
sterling would spell serious trouble far 
Germany. 

Turning to EMU, the rumours that 
Germany is planning to delay foe start 
of foe single currency seem to be just 
that rumours, with no realistic foun¬ 
dation. Most of the key members of the 
German ruling class, including foe 
central bankers, remain firmly com¬ 
mitted to EMU. Some talk quite 
breezily about a brief delay for techni¬ 
cal reasons — for example, to allow 
enough time to elecr foe board of foe 
new European Central Bank. 

But when it comes to a delay of 12 
months or longer it becomes clear that 
foe Government of Helmut Kohf. foe 


Chancellor, would do almost anything 
to avoid such a setback. Any delay 
btyond six months could well under¬ 
mine the credibility of the whole EMU 
project. By exposing the French franc 
to possible speculation it might even 
threaten foe geopolitical relationship 
between Germany and France. 

Why. then, all the delay rumours? 
The official reason is that Germany 
itself may fail to meet foe Maastricht 
convergence targets. Because of foe 
weakness of the economy, the govern¬ 
ment deficit this year is widely expected 
to be well above the ceiling of 3 per cent 
of GDP. 

From a strictly economic point of 
view it would not matter whether 
Germany missed this target by a few 
tenths of a point This is readily 
acknowledged at foe highest levels. Far 
more important than one year’s precise 
deficit number is whether the underly¬ 
ing political cuJrure is firmly opposed 
to inflation, whether government debt 
is prudently financed through long¬ 
term bond issues, rather than short- 


A nd if it becomes dear that 
there is little chance of these 
countries joining the single 
currency in 1999. the markets 
could even solve the problem of how to 
shake off Italy and Spain without 
offending their governments simply by 
destabilising their currencies and bond 
markets and thus nuking them ineligi¬ 
ble even to be considered for EMU. 

Hew would such a rebuff be taken by 
Italy and the others? Talking to senior 
Italians last week left me much less 
alarmed than I had been a few months 
before about the Italian political estab¬ 
lishment's ability to cope with an initial 
rejection. For public consumption Ital¬ 
ian politicians still refuse to contemplate 
even foe possibility of being left out of 
EMU. implying flat such a humiliation 
would cause something akin to national 
nervous breakdown. Beneath the sur¬ 
face, however, they seem surprisingly' 
realistic — acknowledging the political 
difficulties for Herr Kohl of trying to 
shoehorn Italy into EMU. 

They also seemed to recognise that too 
much intransigence on Italy’s part could 
destroy the whole single currency 
project and do far more damage to Italy 
than a year or two of waiting in foe 
wings. With a bit of imagination and 
flexibility it might not be too difficult to 
design some form of associate member¬ 
ship that would virtually guarantee that 
Italy and Spain could join EMU as full 
members in 2002 when the euro-notes 
first come into use.

The “sector challenge’* lot¬ 
tery does not offer new money. 
Rather it recycles an already 
small pot into a range or 
untried even smaller contain¬ 
ers. Much will also be lost on 
the way overcoming new bu¬ 
reaucratic hurdles. 

In 1995 Michael Heseltine 
promised an extra E-tO million 
rn export support, and 400 
trade fairs a year. Now the 
overall budget is being cut and 
Anthony Nelson is claiming 
support for 300 trade fairs as a 
success! He also plans to 
throw the whole trade fair 
budget into “sector challenge-

Our survey of 10.000 export¬ 
ing companies in 19% showed 
trade fairs support with a 96 
per cent satisfaction rating. A 
survey conducted for the DTI 
by KPMG in 1994 showed that 
trade fairs generated nearly 
HUU million in new business 
— and made a profit for foe 


Chancellor. In 1996. foe Nat¬ 
ional Audit Office concluded 
that “in-countiy support ser¬ 
vices much as trade fairs and 
missions generated foe most 
new business".. 

To quote back the words of 
Mr Heseltine before Christ¬ 
mas: “1/ it ain't broke, don’t fix 
it.” We have urged all our 
members and other UK ex¬ 
porters to tell Ian Lang and 
Michael Heseltine that, in the 
case of trade fair support, “it 
ain't, so don't"!

This created a substan¬ 
tial improvement of which its 
former owners are claiming 
their share. Coutts is arguing 
that it should be compensated 
for die 1994 losses, which 
would reduce the final pay¬ 
ment no Fr5.5 million.

IN TOKYO 

ECONOMIC growth in 
Japan is likely to outpace 
the Government's own 
forecast of 25 per cent in 
the current fiscal year after 
a stronger than expected 
performance in the three 
months to December 31. 

Japan's Economic Plan¬ 
ning Agency said gross 
domestic product rose I 
per cent in the last quarter, 
or 3.9 per cent on a yearly 
basis. As a result the 
Government’s target can. 
be achieved even if the 
economy shrinks by 053 
per cent in the three 
months to March 31. the 
final quarter of Japan’s 
fiscal year. Economists 
believe growth, which is 
being led by private de¬ 
mand. of 2.7 per cent is 
within reach. . 

Kenneth Courtis, chief 
economist at Deutsche 
Bank Group, said: “These 
numbers show that the 
economy probably has a 
tittle more momentum 
than most people thought 
up until now." 

Others were more pessi¬ 
mistic, saying it would be 
difficult to achieve the tar¬ 
get GDP growth of 1.9 per 
cent in 1997-98. Tomoko 
Fujfi. of Salomon Brothers 
Asia, said: “There are al¬ 
ready uncertainties loom¬ 
ing on the horizon.

Nestle losing 135 
jobs in overhaul

MORE THAN 100 jobs are to 
go in a restructuring of Nestle 
UK'S ice cream and culinary 
businesses. The group is axing 
225 jobs bur creating 90 new 
positions at one of its plants 
near Manchester, leaving a 
net loss of 135 jobs. 

Most of the jobs —170 — are 
to be lost from the company's 
factory at Peterhead, north of 
Aberdeen, where it makes 
Branston pickle and Waistline 
low-cal one dressing. 

That factory is to dose 
towards the end of next year 
and production will he trans¬ 
ferred to Nettle’s factory at 
Hadfield. near Manchester, 
which will involve the creation 
of 90 jobs. 

Production of Lyons Maid 
ice cream at its factory in 
Stourbridge. West Midlands, 
is to be transferred, with the 
loss of 65 jobs from that plant 
towards the end of this year, to 


another factory at Telford in 
Shropshire. 

Nestle said that ten of the 
jobs from Stourbridge would 
be transferred to its plant at 
Telford.- 

Graham Millar, managing 
director of Nestle Food Divi¬ 
sion. commented: "This has 
been a very difficult decision 
and one we would not have 
taken if there had been any 
viable alternative option.

Where a wife was joint lenant with 
her husband of (he matrimonial 
home, a council house, and on the 
break-up of the marriage gave 
notice to the council terminating 
the tenancy, neither she nor the 
council was in contempt of a court 
order restraining her from exclud¬ 
ing or attempting to exdude die 
husband from the house and 
proceedings by the council for 
possession were not an abuse of 
the process of the court. 

The House of Lords allowed an 
appeal by Harrow London Bor¬ 
ough Council from the Court of 
Appeal (Lord Justice Russell and 
Sir Roger Parker, Lord Justice 
Hobhouse dissenting! (The Times 
March 31.10% (1095! 03 LGR 435) 

who had dismissed the council's 
appeal against the dismissal by 
Judge Hunter at Willesden County 
Cbun on August 9/1994 of its daim 
for possession against the hus¬ 
band, Maurice Ernest Johnstone.

LORD MUSTTLL said that the 
tenancy agreement had provided 
that the tenants might terminate 
the tenancy, a secure tenancy 
under the Housing Act 1985, by 
Tour weeks written notice. 

The marriage had run into 
difficulties, and in 1992 die wife 


had commenced divorce proceed¬ 
ings. although they had not been 
immediately pursued and had not 
readied die stage of a decree until 
1995. 

In February 1994. matters had 
come to a head. The wife had left 
the house with the children and the 
husband had applied to the county 
court for a prohibited steps order 
under the Children Act 1989 and 
on injunction under the Domestic 
Violence and Matrimonial 
Proceedings Acr 197b. 

The jud^e had made, ex parte, 
the prohibited steps order and an 
order forbidding the wife: 
"(whether by (herself) or by 
instructing or encouraging any 
other person) (I) to use or threaten 
violence against die applicant or in 
any way to harass or otherwise 
interfere with [him]: (2) to exdude 
or attempt to exdude [himj from 

[the housel" 

Since Mr Johnstone had re¬ 
mained in possession or the house 
and the wife had been unwilling to 

return she had needed somewhere 
else to live and had applied to the 
council. It was. however, contrary 
to council policy to provide accom¬ 
modation to someone who already 
had a round] tenancy, and it had 
suggested to her that she should 
serve notice terminating the joint 
tenancy, which she had done. At 
that time; ft had been unaware of 
the injunction. 

The council had sent Mr 
Johnstone a copy of the notice to 
terminate and told him 1 that his 
tenancy would come to an end on 
April 25. On receipt of (he notice, 
he had (old it about the injunction. 

He had remained in the house, 
and tile council had brought 


proceedings for possession. His 
defence was that by giving the 
notice the wife had been in breach 
of the injunction and was in 
contempt. 

By bringing die proceedings 
when aware of the injunction the 
eoundl had aided and abetted her 
in that breach and was itself in 
contempt and the proceedings 
were an abuse of the process of the 
court The judge had accepted that 
submission and dismissed the 
council's claim for possession. 

In the light of die principles in 
Hammersmith and Fulham 
London Borough Council v Monk 
fl!992| 1 AC 47B) the wife's notice 
had been effective to terminate the 
joint tenancy and. other things 
being equal, (he council had been 
entitled to possession. 

Mr Johnstone's application for 
an injunction had been made 
under the 197b Act. it was plain 
that the prohibition against exclud¬ 
ing him from the house had not 
been intended to be a mandatory 
order requiring the wife to co¬ 
operate in maintaining in force the 
rights created by the joint tenancy 
pending the adjustment of tiiose 
rights in matrimonial proceedings 
for proprietary relief not yet 
started. It had been concerned with 
the exercise of rights under the 
tenancy, not with the continued 
existence of the rights themselves. 

Mr Johnstone's second line of 
argument relied on the general 
interest in preserving the integrity 
of the judicial process. 

It was based primarily on Attor¬ 
ney-General v Times Newspapers 
Lid ([19921 I AC 191), die 
Spycatcher case, reinforced by 
Attorney-General v Leveller 


Magazine Ud (| 1979] AC 440). The 
differences, however, from the 
Spycatcher case were fatal to his 
argument. No proceedings de¬ 
signed to yield proprietary relief 
had been in existence at the 
relevant time. No inference of an 
intention to frustrate the aim of the 
proceedings could be drawn from 
the roundly dealings with the 
wife, since there had been no 
proceedings to frustrate. 

Mr Johnstone then advanced a 
more extreme argument: that the 
council should have foreseen that 
•there were, or might be in the 
future, proceedings in which the 
court would becafted on to address 
the proprietary rights of the 
spouses and that the destruction of 
the tenancy would cause irrepa¬ 
rable damage to Mr Johnstone. 

His Lordship acknowledged the 
appeal of the argument in human 
terms, but the council had simply 
been carrying through the logic of 
its housing policy: that one person 
could not have two council ten¬ 
ancies at the same time. 

He found ft impossible to hold 
that by putting its statutory duty as 
housing authority before (he in¬ 
terests of a matrimonial relation¬ 
ship of which it was not the 
guardian it had contemptuously 
subverted the authority of the court 
or intentionally nullified the aims 
of any legal proceedings. 

Lord Browne-Wilkinson. Lord 
Jauncey and Lord Clyde agreed 
and Lord Hoffmann delivered an 
opinion agreeing with Lord 
Mustill.

A declaration that the effect of the 
provision introduced by the Unfair 
Dismissal (Variation of Qualifying 
Period) Order (SI 1985 No 7821, that 
an employee must have been 
continuously employed for two 
years to qualify for the protection 
against unfair dismissal conferred 
by section 54(1) of the Employment 
Protection (Consolidation) Act 
1978. indirectly discriminated 
against women between (985 and 
1991 and was incompatible with 
the principle of equal treatment 
enshrined in Directive 
76/207/EEC (OJ 1976 L39/40L 
served no useful purpose as it 
could not affect the rights and 
duties of employees and their 
employers and would be 
discharged. 

Instead, a reference would be 
made to the European Court of 
Justice to establish whether the 
1985 Order infringed article 119 of 
the EC Treaty. 

The House of Lords so held in 
considering preliminary points in 
an appeal by efte Secretary of State 
for Employment against a decision 
of the Court of Appeal (Lord Justice 
Neill. Lord Justice Roch and Lord 


Justice Schiemann) (The Times 

August 3. 1995; [19951 ICR 889) 
allowing an appeal by the ap¬ 
plicants. Ms Seymour-Smith and 
Ms Laura Perez, from the dis¬ 
missal by the Queen's Bench 
Divisional Court of their applica¬ 
tion for judicial review. 

Mr Patrick Elias. QC and Mr 
Stephen Richards for the secretary 
of stale: Mr Robin Allen.

LORD HOFFMANN said that 
by virtue of a consistent juris¬ 
prudence of the European Court of 
Justice it was acre claire that a 
directive, as such, had no effect 
upon the rights of parties such as 
the applicants and their employ¬ 
ers. The position was otherwise 
when the question concerned (he 
rights and duties of the citizen as 
against die state or one of its 
emanations: see Marshall v 
Southampton and South-West 
Hampshire Ana Health Authoritv 
(Case 152/84) (J[9Sb| QB 401: [19S6| 
ECR 723). 

It was therefore, acte daire dial 
a dedoration such as was made by 
the Court of Appeal would not 
enable the employees to pursue 
their proceedings in die industrial 
court. Would it serve any other 
purpose? 

The difficulty was that the 
declaration was not that United 
Kingdom legislation was in¬ 
compatible with Community law. 
It was that such an incompatibility 
existed in May 1991. That was 


founded upon evidence that the 
two year qualifying period had a 
considerably greater adverse im¬ 
pact upon women than upon men 
during the years 1985 to 1991. 

It was not evident that it was 
having such a discriminatory ef¬ 
fect at the time of die judgment in 
the summer of 1995. On the 
contrary, the evidence showed that 
by 1993 the gap between the men 
and women who qualified had 
narrowed. 

Thus the declaration neither 
enabled the employees to sue for 
unfair dismissal nor told the 
government that United Kingdom 
legislation needed to be changed 
because it was incompatible with 
Community law. 

It was contended (hat the 
declaration could found a 
Fmneovich daim against the state: 
see Fmneovich and Boniface v 
Italian Republic (Cases C-6 and 
9/90) ai995[ ICR 722). 

In K v Secretary of State for 
Employment. Ex parte Equal 
Opportunities Commission (f!995j 
I AC I) the House refused to make 
a declaration on similar grounds. 
Lord Keith of Kinkel said (at p3Z) 
that it would be inappropriate as 
the Attorney-General would be the 
defendant in any proceedings di¬ 
rected at enforcing it and the issues 
raised would not necessarily be the 
same. 

There were no grounds upon 
which that reasoning did not apply 
to the present case. 


A person claiming to be entitled 
as a matter of private law to 
compensation for unfair dismissal 
should ordinarily bring proceed¬ 
ings in the industrial tribunal even 
if they raised an issue of in¬ 
compatibility between domestic 
and Community law. But this was 
an exceptional case. The question 
of compatibility with article 119 
was raised for the first time in the 
Court of Appeal and the court was 
satisfied that it was right to give • 
leave to amend. 

Subject to one matter it raised 
the same issues as the question of 
incompatibility with the Directive 
and could be resolved by the 
evidence which was before the 
Divisional Court 

The position was the same 
before the House and the parties 
had come prepared to deal with it 
It would, therefore, be wrong to tell 
the employees at (hat stage that 
they had to start again before the 
industrial tribunal. 

The House should entertain the 
appeal. However, the parties were 
agreed that it was necessary to 
enable the House to give judgment 
that the European Court of Justice 
be requested to give preliminary 
rulings on certain question on the 
construction of article 119.

In Connelly v DPP ([1964| AC i254) 
the majority of die House of Lords 
identified a narrow principle of 
autrefois convict, applicable only 
when the second indictment 
charged the same offence as the 
first, and said that judicial dis¬ 
cretion should be exercised in 
other appropriate cases. 

The Court of Appeal so stated in 
a reseivetyudgmetti allowing the 
appeal of Thomas Sim Beedie and 
quashing his conviction on April 
19,1996 at Sheffield Crown Court 
(Judge Clarke). Following a plea of 
guilty, of manslaughter for which 
he received an 18-mondi prison 
sentence, suspended for two years. 

Mr Robert Smith. QC and Mr 
Bernard Gates hill, assigned by the 
Registrar of Criminal Appeals, far 
the appellant; Mr K. R. Keen, QC 
and Mr D. Tran berg for the 
Crown. 

LORD JUSTICE ROSE, 
delivering the judgment of the 
court, said that on November 29. 
1993 a woman aged 19 died of 
carbon monoxide poisoning 
caused by the use of a defective gas 

fire in her bedsit in HulL 

The appellant was the landlord 
and had a duty under the Health 
and Safety at Work Act 1974 to 
ensure that the appliance was 
maintained and repaired. 

On June 14. 1994 he pleaded 
guilty in the magistrates court to 
an offence contrary to section 33 of 
the 1974 Ad arising from a breach 
of duly imposed by section 312). He 
was fined £.1300 and ordered to 
pay €418 costs. 

Proceedings were also taken by 
the city council against die appel¬ 
lant as manager of the premises, 
under section 369 of the Housing 
Act 1985 and regulations 7 and 8 of 
the Housing (Management of 
Houses in Multiple Housing 
Occupation) Regulations (SI 1990 
No 830) in relation to the state of a 
number of other gas installations 
in the same premises. On July 6. 
(994 the appellant pleaded guilty 
before the justices to all charges 
and was granted a conditional 


discharge and ordered to pay 
El .000 costs. 

The adjourned inquest on the 
deceased woman was resumed on 
August 25,1994. The jury returned 
a verdia of unlawful killing- 

On September 6.1994 the polio, 
for the first time, notified the 
Crown Prosecution Service about 
the rasa. On March 25, 1995 the 
appdfam attended for mtervfe* by 
the police and declined to com¬ 
ment. He was charged with 
manslaughter. 

At trial. Mr Smith applied to 
stay (he indictment, (dying on 
Cbnneffy v DPP■ The judge re¬ 
jected the submission and there¬ 
upon the appellant pleaded guilty. 

The first and second grounds of 
appeal asserted that the judge 
erred in law in rejecting the plea erf 
autrefois convict and that the 
judge’s analysis of the speeches in 
Connelly led him to conclude, 
wrongly, that the plea could only 
be successful if the legal 
characteristics of both offences 
were the same. 

Next it was argued, based on 
Connelly, char the judge had a 
discretion to stay the proceedings 
because to proceed with them 
would offend the general rule that 
no man should be punished twice 
for an offence arising out of the 
same or substantially the same set 
of facts and to do so would offend 
the established principle that there 
should be no sequential trials for 
offences on an ascending scale of 
gravity: see the approval of R v 
Elringmn (0861) I B&S 6S8) in 
Connelly (at ppl332,1357-8. 1367). 

It was submitted further that the 
judge wrongly exercised his dis¬ 
cretion in falling to identify sped a) 
circumstances justifying further 
proceedings, in carrying out an 
inappropriate balancing exercise, 
in seeking to distinguish Connelly 
on the ground chat the relevant 
indictment rule, now rule 9 of the 
Indictment Rules (SI 1971 No 1253 
(LI)), applied in Connelly but not to 
the instant proceedings, and in 
concluding that the trial process 
itself was capable of curing any 
risk of oppression or prejudice. 

On reflection. Mr Smith con¬ 
ceded that Mr Justice Clarke's 
analysis of the speeches in 
Connelly was correct, namely, that 
the majority of the House of Lords 


identified a narrow ^ 

autrefois convict, applicable only 
where the same offence was al¬ 
leged in the second indictment, in 
thrir Lordships' judgment that

K followed that their Lordships 
were unable to accept the view cl 
the editors of Ardtbold Criminal 
Pleading, Evidence 0 Practice

derision. . 

The majority of their Lordships 
in Connelly defined autrefois con¬ 
vict in the narrow way. to apply 
when the second indictment 
charged the same offence, as the 
first, and said that judicial dis¬ 
cretion should be exercised in 
other appropriate cases. 

It was apparent that the prin¬ 
cipal focus of the appeal was on the 
way in which Mr Justice Clarke 
had exercised the discretion which 
it was common ground he had. 

In their Lordships’ judgment, 
Mr Smith's submissions in rela¬ 
tion to the judge's exercise of 
discretion were all well founded. 


Although the judge carefully and 
aivnratelv analysed the effec 


accurately analysed the effect of 
the speeches in Connelly, which 
was no mean feat, in applying 
those principles to the exercise of 
his discretion he fell into error. 

First, he failed to consider 
whether there were special circum¬ 
stances and there were none. The 
public interest in a prosecution for 
manslaughter and the under¬ 
standable concern of the victim’s 
familv were, no doubt, good rea¬ 
sons for allowing the prosecution 
to proceed. They did not. however, 
give rise to special circumstances. 

Second, he carried out a balanc¬ 
ing exercise when dial was 
inappropriate.

Computer program is not a patentable invention

A patent application, entitled 
"Method and apparatus for creat¬ 
ing synthetic crystal structure im¬ 
ages", in essence a method for 
modelling cm computer a crystal 
structure for use in designing 
inorganic materials in the field of 
chemistry and physics, was a 
computer program as such, and 
thus not a patentable invention. 

The Court of Appeal so held in a 
reserved judgment dismissing an 
appeal from the dismissal by Mr 
Justice Laddie in the Patents Court 
of the Chancery Division 177ie

from the rejection by the Principal 
Examiner on June 23, 1995, of a 
patent application by Fujitsu Ltd 
on the ground that it was excluded 
by section 1(2) of the Patents Act 
1977.

LORD JUSTICE ALDOUS said 
that the basic idea utilised a 
computer programmed so that the 
operator could select an atom, a 
lattice vector and a crystal face in 
each of two crystal structures 
displayed on the display unit.

physical layouts of the two crystal

The resulting data was then 
displayed to give a picture of the 
combined structure. The crystal 
structures the inventor particu¬ 
larly had in mind were those of 
semiconductors and 

superconductors. 

Haring considered the relevant 
claims in the present application, 
his Lordship said that it was and 
always had been a principle of 
patent law that mere discoveries or 
ideas were not patentable, but 


those which had a technical aspect 
or made a technical contribution 
were. 

That was the basis for the 
derision of The Technical Board of 
Appeal in WCOM/Co/nputer-re- 
lated inventions (Case T 208/84) 
([1987] EPOR 74). had been ac¬ 
cepted by the Court of Appeal and 
by the European Patent Office, had 
been applied since 1987 and was at 
the heart of patent law. 

Mr Birss submitted, inter alia, 
that the VtCOM case showed that 
patent applications for processing 
images of real things were not 
excluded from being patentable. 

His Lordship did not find the 
board’s reasoning as to what was 
the technical contribution easy to 
ascertain.

T his week's new arrival ar 
the National Theatre, the 
musical Lady in Lhe Dark . 
is that stage ranly: a work 
that explores the seething inner 
world of a person undergoing 
psychoanalysis. A magazine editor 
tells her shrink about the men in 
her life and the sung scenes show 
how they feature in her dreams'. 
Films have often made use of 
dreams. Most of A Matter of Life 
and Death happens inside David 
Niven's head. But in the theatre — 
outside musicals - the interpreta¬ 
tion of dreams rarely Features. 

One recent exception was Terry 
Johnson's marvellous Hysteria, 
where the dying Sigmund Freud, 
high on painkillers and 
assailed by ancient 
guilts, watches in hor- I(T( 
ror as the contents of his 
unconscious spill across fV| Pf 
the stage.

Johnson's play was j 
doubly unusual in that c 

the principal character 
was a psychoanalyst upr 
and the most famous of _____ 
them all. When analysts - 

feature in plays, and in films too, it 
is almost always as peripheral 
characters. like the doctors in 
Chekhov plays: there to shed fight 
on the guarded fears of others. 

So far as I know, no one has yet 
presented Jung as the protagonist 
of a play, though since he appears 
to have made a habit of seducing 
girl patients the day cannot be far 
off before we see one — perhaps 
titled Jung and Foolish. 

But five years before Johnson 
brought Freud on to the stage of the 
Royal Court. Nicholas Wright had. 
introduced audiences at the Nat¬ 
ional to rhe formidable, larger- 
than-life figure of Melanie Klein, 
the woman who put the breast into 
analysis. His Mrs Klein opened at 
the Cottestoe In 1988. transferred to 
the West End and then to Broad¬ 
way. Uta Hagen has just played it 
in Los Angeles. And in Watford, to 
come closer to home. Gemma Janes 
opens next Friday in a production 
by Irina Brook. • 

Melanie Klein was the most 
influential of that generation of 
analysts who came after the found¬ 
ing father. Bom in 1882, the 
youngest child of a Viennese den¬ 
tist, she married young and in 
order to do so was cfoliged to 
abandon her medical studies. This 
later exposed her to much critidsra

from those of her colleagues who 
wanted to keep analysis -as a 
branch of medicine. 

But it's an ill wind, as they say. 
and since she was discouraged 
from analysing adults, she turned 
to children and realised that play 
was the child’s mode of exploring 
and expressing his conflicts. Her 
discovery of the violent and sadistic 
nature of children's “phantasies'’, 
largely focused on the mother’s 
breast, caused indignation. In 1926 
she came to England and remained 
until her death in 1960, continuing 
almost to the last to arouse opposi¬ 
tion from analysts who believed her 
work to have become inconsistent 
wirh Freud's.

The scene is set for a 
remarkable display of longing, 
rage, verbal pyrotechnics and wit 
The production at Watford 
brings its own parent-child echoes. 
Irina Brook is the daughter of 
Peter. Gemma Jones followed her 
father Griffith Jones on to the stage, 
and in her first London production 
appeared with him in Anouilh'S 
The Cavern. Since then she has 
become widely known through The 
Duchess ofDuke Street and as Mrs 
Dashwood in the film of Sense and 
Sensibility. On a table in her south 
Hampstead home lie several books 
by and about Klein. Her embroi¬ 
dered jacket could easily pass as 
Central European and she even 
leans forward, elbows on knees, as 
though about to hand out wooden 
dolls and watch them being bashed 
together- 

“It’S a lovely part to do." she says. 
“She used her own children, you 
know. Watched them play. That's 
one of the things Melitta holds 
against her." We can think our¬ 
selves fortunate not to have had 
Mrs Klein as a mother, but 
watching a fine actress play her, in 
a major revival, will be a rare treat. 

• Mrs Klein is in preview at the 
Watford Palace (01923 225671) from 
next Friday, and opens on March 25 
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IT IS a tribute to the artistic 
integrity of Mstislav Rostropo¬ 
vich. and to the confidence he 
inspires, that he could conduct 
such an austere programme as 
Chat presented by lhe London 
Symphony Orchestra on Tues¬ 
day and still draw a respectable 
audience. The second of five con¬ 
certs celebrating Slava’s 70th 
birthday, this programme bro¬ 
ught together three works writ¬ 
ten for and premiered by him.. 

Walton’s Prologo e Fantasia. 
a short piece not completed until 
1981, turned out to be the 
composer's last work. The 
Prologo, marked Lento maesto¬ 
so, is fiercely declamatory; in¬ 
deed. its character is said to 
reflect Walton's anger at Rostro¬ 
povich’s expulsion from the 
Soviet Union. It is not one of 
Walton's more persuasive 
pieces. 

Lutoslawski's Novelette, writ¬ 
ten in 1979. is also an unsettling 
piece, but to more fruitful effect. 
Its structure is both coherently 
organised and readily discerned, 
with thematic fragments thread¬ 
ing their way through the five 
movements (an Announcement, 
three Events and a Conclusion). 
But Novelette is a study in 
disintegration as much as con¬ 
struction, and Rostropovich and 
the LSO skilfully delineated the

freewheeling passages of unrav¬ 
elling texture. 

For Schnittke's Symphony No 
6. the anger of the Walton 
combined with the imagination 
of the Lutoslawski to produce a 
score of uncompromising sever¬ 
ity, with a spareness that speaks 
of some dark and deeply pessi¬ 
mistic moral vision. 

The mosr notable fea tore of the 
first movement is the extended 
paragraphs of growling brass 
low in their register — like an 
interminable funeral procession 
— offset by dialogues for high 
violins, low strings or other 
combinations. Indeed, the move¬ 
ment proceeds at a steady pace 
(in Rostropovich’s reading), and 
it is not until the Presto second 
movement that things catch fire. 
The third movemdic, Adagio, 
was taken at what seemed an 
excessively lugubrious tempo. 
But the intensity was there, as it 
was in the finale. 

All credit to Rostropovich and 
the LSO for rendering these 
difficult but strangely comple¬ 
mentary scores so convincingly.

Dark dreaming

THE Wigmore Hall was dark on 
Thursday. And out of the gloom 
rose the sweet, thin voice of a 
violin, singing of the stars. The 
words followed from the shad¬ 
ows at the tack of the hall — 
“Som stjamen uppd himmeln 
klar " (like the stars in the bright 
sky) and a figure made his way 
up the aisle and on to the stage. 

This was the start of Hakan 
Hagegard’S little Nordic Dra¬ 
ma: a set of six songs from 
Sweden, Norway and Finland, 
with Mozart (Don Giovannis 
serenade, Deh vieni) as a rather 
embarrassed link-man between 
unaccompanied folk fiddle and 
piano-accompanied Wilhelm 
Stenhamniar. This latter was a 
song called Flore: and 
Blanzefor. a sort of Pre-Raphael¬ 
ite salon melodrama, and its 
presence typified the elusive 
stream of consciousness which 
seemed to be linking (or other¬ 
wise) the individual songs. 

With Hagegard variously 
turning his back on the audience 
for a short, violent King Erik’s 
Last Song by the Swedish com¬ 
poser Ture Rangstrom. then 
clinging to a marble pillar as if it 
were a rockface for Grieg’s The 
Mountain ThralL this Nordic

drama began to resemble a 
surreal dream play. Sibelius’S 
Was it a Dream? led to a return 
of the violin with its modal- 
melancholy. 

The Wigmore Hall audience 
has quite an appetite for this sort 
of thing, so it was a pity that 
Hagegard did not extend his 
dreamplay to the whole of the 
first half. Instead, he completed 
it with four popular Schubert 
songs: a very risky enterprise in 
this hall. 

Both Hagegard and, particu¬ 
larly, pianist Elisabeth Bostrom 
were more at ease in a group of 
songs by Richard Srrauss, which 
revealed the wide expressive 
range of Hagegard’S baritone. 
And then a welcome perfor¬ 
mance of the American compos¬ 
er Dominick Argento’s A few 
words about Chekhov, graphi¬ 
cally recreated, in costume, by 
Hageggxd.

Crimp is absorbed 
with the mind-splintering con¬ 
tradictions of a world where 
some are very rich, others very 
poor, same suffering terribly, 
others fighting or defending 
rhe status quo almost as 
horribly. At any rate, any alien

There’s no need to shout 


A t a time when its highest 
public visibility comes courte¬ 
sy of the violent and recently 
murderous world of gangsta 
rap. black music needs more men like 
Michael Franti. Currently chief torch- 
bearer for that socially conscious 
tradition previously represented by the 
likes of Marvin Gaye, Bob Marley and 
Gil Scott-Heron. he is both a chronicler 
of life on the streets, and an agent for 
change — but constructively and 
peaceably so. And on the day we meet, 
he is musing on the millennium. 

“Obviously, not every culture recog¬ 
nises this calendar.’' he says. “But the 
whole consumer world does, and that 
means that six billion people will be 
forced to reflect on what's happened to 
their planet, and where it's going. 
Never before will so many people have 
joined in celebrating the same holiday. 
That means an unprecedented energy, 
an unparalleled momentum for 
change.” 

And what will the world wish itself 
in the dying moments of December 31. 
1999? Franti. a 29-year-old from San 
Francisco, has already conducted his 
own straw poll. “It was 1995." he 
recalls, “and we were doing a New 
Year’s Eve show in front of maybe 500 
people. And I asked, if it were 1999 
tonight and you could give a message 
to the whole world, what would it be? 

“The whole room went silent Then, 
eventually, a woman at the back said in 
a tiny, tremulous voice, ‘Happy New 
Year?' Well, obviously, the whole place 


Once, hip-hop poet Michael Franti sent his 
message clear and loud - too loud.

cracked up. But to my mind, it takes a 
lot of strength and love to wish 
someone, particularly a stranger, hap¬ 
piness in the next year of their life ... 
all too many people feel they’ve got 
cause enough to tell the rest of the 
world to go screw itself." 

But it would be wrong to suppose 
that Franti, 6ft 6in tall and a former 
university basketball star, takes a rose- 
tinted view of life. When he led his first 
band, he was the archetypal angry 
young man: “We were like broccoli." he 
smiles now. “People listened to us 
because they knew it was supposed to 
be good for them. Then someone said: 
•Hey. I appreciate the message, but it’s 
a very challenging sound — like 
reading a heavy book.’ I learnt from 
that. Now. I want to make my audience 
think, but I no longer feel I have to 
bludgeon them into doing so.” 

After a spell with the only marginal¬ 
ly less aggressive rap group Dispos¬ 
able Heroes of Hiphoprisy. Franri 
found his true rhythm as founder- 
leader of his current band. Spearhead. 
Their debut album, 1994's Home, was 
exceptional, achieving that rare bal¬ 
ance between provocative content and 
listenability. Its finest moment was the 
story-song Positive. "In the black 


community, we just don’t talk openly 
a bom homosexuality, sex with multiple 
partners, IV drug use," Franti says. 
"Those issues so central to Aids 
awareness are taboo for us. 

"Meanwhile, the Government had 
been very slow to respond with funds 
for education and healthcare, and the' 
situation was really making me mad. 
But how best ro address h musically? I 
decided to personalise it. to say that I 
went to get tested and here’s what 
happened"while I was waiting for my 
results. And IVe never told any 
interviewer what they were, because I 
don't want you ro know." 

Franti attributes his heightened 
sense of social awareness both to 
geography TSan Francisco is a small, 
enclosed place with so many ethnic and 
other groups packed into it. You either 
learn tolerance or leave”) and his 
upbringing. “I was raised within a 
foster family." he says. “Not knowing 
my mother and father meant I always 
wondered about my particular history, 
and at 181 began two years of detective 
work among the public records to try t° 
find them. Finally I did. and I was able 
to ask what had led to them giving me 
up. My father is black, but my mother 
is white and from a racist family. 


"It was an amazing experience 
meeting them and being connected 
with my source. It helped me to be a lot 
more accepting about the situation in 
which I’d grown up and less judgmen¬ 
tal about everything else in my life.” 

Franti is the father of a nine-year-old 
son, and partially attributes the 
mellowing process evident on Home 
and a new Spearhead album, Choco¬ 
late Supa Highway, to his experience 
of parenthood. “Working in socially 
conscious music, you're always looking 
for the Big Bang — that moment when 
the government is overthrown, the 
computers die, money is useiess and 
we all go back to living in peace and 
harmony. But I accept die world 
doesn’t work like that, and Ill settle for 
trying to make it a better place for the 
safety and opportunity of my son.” 

H e is grateful that, thanks to 
the emergence of artists 
such as D’Angelo, Max¬ 
well, Me’shell Ndepeocdlo 
and Erykah Badu. the sales climate is 
more suited to his intelligent and 
sensual blend of R&B, hip-hop and dub 
poetry. “I have to deal with the reality 
of the business — and that means 
shifting units." he says. “You say that 
Home was great and I say, thank you. 
but it didn’t sell. This time. I know I’ve 
got to get out there and hustle it. Why 
make music if no one gets to hear it?”

The Golden Mile 
fPariophone 7243 S 55628 £ 9 . 99 ) 
WHAT with the recent return of 
ABC and the sudden rise of the 
Divine Comedy, the stage could not 
be better set for the unveiling of 
The Golden Mile, the second 
album by My life Story. 

As the only modem pop group 
(apart from Mike Flowers Pops) to 
employ the full-time services of a 
four-piece string section and three- 
piece brass section instead of the 
usual guitars and keyboards. My 
Life Stray have evolved a sound 
that is grand, glamorous and not a 
little kitsch. Certainly, their in¬ 
volvement elsewhere with PJ. 
Proby and Marc Almond can have 
been no accident. 

“The bedsprings twang like a 
pizzicato string," Jake ShiBingford 
sings in his well-manicured tones 
on Marriage Blister, a typi call y 
upbeat number that harnesses a 
lyric quivering with knowing irony 
to the swirling sounds of a less 
complicated romantic pop era. 

From the chirpy nonsense of The 
King of Kissingdom to the more 
serious point of You Can't Uneat 
the Apple, it is all very precise and 
mildly seductive, if rather self¬ 
consciously arch.

ITIS ail very well to talk about pop 
stars sliding into a comfortable 
middle age, but what are we to 
make of these crusty old bluesroen 
who are still cranking out their 
strange voodoo well into their 
pensionable years? 

John Lee Hooker. 76, and R.L. 
Burnside. 70. are two of the last 
surviving blues originals. Both 


were bom in rural Mississippi and 
both migrated to the urban north in 
the 1940s: Hooker to Detroit, 
Burnside to Chicago. But, for ail 
the similarities of background, 
their new albums come from 
opposite sides of the tracks. 

In the past decade Hooker has 
acquired die status of a godhead. A 
master of his craft, he now takes 
the respect of his industry and the 
affection of his public for granted. 
Celebrity musicians routinely beat 
a path to Hooker’s door, and his 
new album is produced for die 
most part by Van Morrison, who 
also plays a supporting role on 
several of the tracks. 

But all this respect and musician- 
ly bonhomie has rather blunted 
Hooker's edge. Don’t Look Back 
begins with a look back at Dim¬ 
ples, a song Hooker first recorded 
in 1956. Accompanied on this one 
by Los Lobos, Hooker gives a 
sprightly account of himself with-. 
out adding anything to the original. 
But, as die album progresses, his 
grip gradually relaxes to the point 
where he sounds as if he could be 
doing this in his sleep. 

Long stretches of languid ad- 
libbing and lazy call-and-response 
routines with Morrison seem to 
conceal Hooker's rather tenuous 
grasp of the song structures, which 
is odd considering he wrote most of 
them himself. But a rambling 
version of Morrison’S The Healing 
Game and a feeble trot through 
Jimi Hendrix’s Red House add 
nothing in the way of spice or 
variety to what now sounds like an. 
overly well-trodden groove.. 

In stark contrast, Burnside re¬ 
mains very much the outsider, a 
man who, for all his experience, 
has yet to enjoy more than a 
nodding acquaintance with fame, 
let alone fortune. His collaborators 
on Mr Wizard are either punk 
desperadoes the Jon Spencer Blues 
Explosion (on two tracks), or else a

clattery homegrown duo compris¬ 
ing his grandson. Cedric Burnside, 
on drums and guitarist Kenny 
Broun, whom some cafl “ILL'S 
only white son". 

The absence of a bass guitar 
anywhere on the album lends an 
authentic, garage band frisson to 
the sound, but the reckless, raucous 
urgency of tracks such as Alice 
Mae, Rollin’ & Tumblin' and 
Georgia Women is more to do with 
the supremely abandoned delivery 
of Burnside himself. On two unac¬ 
companied tracks — Over the Hill 
and a version of the Rev Gary 
Davis/Fred McDowell standard 
You Gona Move — Burnside howls 
and hollers as if his life depended 


on it. while inflicting all kinds of 
grievous bodily harm on an ap¬ 
proximately tuned slide guitar. 

While Hooker takes a well- 
deserved rest on his laurels. Bum- 


side summons up the original, 
hellhound-driven spirit of the blues 
with an anarchic fervour that few 
performers of any generation could 
hope to match.

Broader range of 
reading required 


FOR ENGLISH., 11-year-olds 
will be tested separately on 
spelling and handwriting, in 
addition to the main tests In 
reading and writing. There 
will also be optional tests in 
grammar and punctuation.' 

After the poor showing of 
1995, the 57 per cent reaching 
at least Level 4 came as a 
relief, especially as the pro¬ 
portion at higher levels al¬ 
most doubted. . However, 
barely more than 1.000 of the 
33.000 children taking exten¬ 
sion papers managed die top 
level possible at II. 

In the reading test most did 
well on questions testing re¬ 
trieval, but few were able to 
generalise or draw conclu¬ 
sions from a stoiy about a 
boy’s relationship with his 
brother. 

Commas and quotation 
marks gave most problems in 
punctuation, and apostrophes 
were often used incorrectly. 
Many children were also con¬ 
fused in their use of similar 
words, such as “there” and 


“their". In the spelling test the 
most common mistakes were 
over “stretched" and “sprawl¬ 
ing". 

On the basis of last year’s 
tests, the SCAA suggested that 
children should read a wide 
range of texts and consider 
-the effects of different vocabu¬ 
lary. as well as discussing the 
interpretations and implica¬ 
tions of die writing. Children 
should also be taught com¬ 
mon spelling[patterns. 

For the writing test, the use 
of dialogue should be devel¬ 
oped and greater use of figu¬ 
rative language would add to 
the quality of writing. Child¬ 
ren were also said to need 
help with the organisation of 
writing to avoid purely chro¬ 
nological narration. 

• This year’s English tests are 
on May 14 (reading, 45 min¬ 
utes; spelling, ten minutes; and 
handwriting, five minutes) 
and May 15 (writing, 45 min¬ 
utes). The hour-long extension 
paper is also on May 15.

Setting a tougher standard 


SCORING high marks in 
science became more difficult 
last year, as the School Curric¬ 
ulum and Assessment Author¬ 
ity roughened the marking, to 
bring the subject into line with 
English and mathematics. 

However, though science 
was the only subject to register 
a drop in the number of pupils 
reaching the standard expect¬ 
ed at 11, the "pass rate" was 
still higher than for English or 
mathematics. The extension 
paper was so tough that only. 
120 pupils out of almost 6,000 
candidates reached level 6. 


As they will this year, the 
papers included sections on 
living things, materials and 
physical processes, as well as 
an introduction to the pro¬ 
gramme of study. 

Understanding and using 
scientific language has been 
an area of.difficulty for many 
children since the tests began. 
Children tend to use words 
such as “disappear", for exam¬ 
ple, to describe water 

evaporating. ...... 

Barely more than half of all 
11 -year-olds could explain ac¬ 
curately what pulse rate mea¬ 


sures last year. Official advice 
in preparation for this year's 
tests is for children to practise 
full descriptions and explana¬ 
tions in response to questions 
on how and why a scientific 
process occurs as it does. 

Children also found it drffi- 
■ cult to make precise compari¬ 
sons. But questions requiring 
pupils to read and interpret 
data and graphs were an¬ 
swered well. 

Other suggested prepara¬ 
tion for the 1997 tests include 
demonstrating and discussing 
processes such as evaporation. 


dissolving and melting, and 
an exploration of the magnetic 
properties of a range uf met¬ 
als. 

For physics, children should 
be taught the conventions for 
drawing electrical circuit dia¬ 
grams. and they should dis¬ 
cuss their ideas about forces 
and motion.

RESULTS in mathematics 
were the lowest of the three 
core subjects'in last summer’s 
tests for 11-year-olds, despite a 
rise in pupils achieving Level 
4, the target for their age. 

Concerns about the results 
have led to the introduction 
this summer of an optional 
20-minute mental arithmetic 
test which about SO per cent 
of schools have chosen to run. 

The 1 two compulsory 45- 
minute papers cover three of 
the national curriculum areas: 
□umber and shape, space and 
measures, and handling data. 

Last summer’s tests showed 
that many children had a 
weak grasp of the use of 
decimals and the inter-rela¬ 
tionship between multiplica¬ 
tion and division, as well as 
the relationship between per¬ 
centages and simple fractions. 

Difficulties also occurred in 
the use of correct mathemati¬ 
cal vocabulary for geometri¬ 
cal shapes and measures, 
using measuring equipment 
such as protractors and in 
making approximations. 

Answers to the date-han¬ 
dling questions suggested 
that children needed more 
experience of using bar charts 
with horizontal as wefi as 
vertical bars. This was evident 
in a question about long-jump 
distances, where even some of 
the most able children were 
stumped. 

On a more positive note, 
children's ability to answer 
questions about probability 
improved markedly last year. 

The 1996 tests included one 
calculator-free paper for the 
first time; but some children 
apparently wasted time in the 
other paper by working out 
suras in longhand when they 
could have used a 
calculator. 

• The mathematics tests for 
1997 will be set on May 12 — 
Maths A (45 minutes), mental 
arithmetic (20 minutes); May 
13 — Marhs B (45 minutes); 
and May 19 — Maths exten¬ 
sion paper (30 minutes).

Continental schools win 
their share of business 


B ritish business schools 
have never had things 
entirely their own way in 
recruiting MBA students. 
The top schools in America have 
always taken their share of high¬ 
flyers. particularly in the executive 
market. Until recently, however, 
few continental business schools 
would have been seen as serious 
competition. The language barrier 
and the sheer inexperience of many 
institutions on the other side of the 
Channel ruled them out for most 
British students. 

All that is changing as business 
becomes increasingly internation¬ 
al. The development of the Euro¬ 
pean single market has accelerated 
a trend that had already developed, 
as graduates widen their employ¬ 
ment horizons. 

The opportunity to hone lan¬ 
guage skills and pick up different 
business styles at the same time as 
acquiring a marketable qualifica¬ 
tion is particularly appealing to 
young executives who see their 


career abroad. The growing status 
of a number of continental schools 
has made them a realistic proposi¬ 
tion for the ambitious. 

More than a dozen continental 
schools featured in the MBA 
Carver Guide's last listing of 

employers’ favoured schools, and 
IS now have accreditation from the 
London-based Association of 
MBAs. They include schools in 
France. Italy. Spain and The 

Netherlands. 

Dr Robert Owen, the AM BA's 
accreditation manager, says: “Part 
of the motivation for most schools 
that join our association is to be 
able to market their programmes 
in the UK They want to become 
more international, both in terms 
of staff and students, and some are 
certainly succeeding." 

The association's loans scheme il¬ 
lustrates the success particularly of 
the French schools. There has been a 
20 per cent growth over the past 
three years in applications to support 
students on courses in France. 


Hie European institute of Busi¬ 
ness Administration' (Insead), at 
Fontainebleau, is the biggest attrac¬ 
tion, but Groupe ESC Lyon also 
markets its courses strongly. 
Insead. which has no government 
grants and is not associated with a 
university, is one of the few gen¬ 
uinely international business 
schools. Fourteen per cent of last 
year's MBA students and 15 per 
cent of those on executive pro¬ 
grammes came from Britain. 

T he institute is planning to 
increase the size of its 
MBA programme by 100 
students a year, starting 
this September, and is taking on 
extra staff to this end. Already 6 per 
cent of tiie academic staff is British 
and more than 20 other national¬ 
ities are represented. 

Other continental schools featur¬ 
ing regularly in business school 
rankings include the SDA Bocconi, 
in Milan, the International Insti¬ 
tute for Management Develop¬ 


ment, in Lausanne, the IE5E at the 
University of Navarra, in Spain, 
and tiie Rotterdam School of Man¬ 
agement. All four featured in Time 
magazine’s top ten European busi¬ 
ness schools last September. 

Nunzio Quacquarelli. the Euro¬ 
pean editor of the MBA Career 
Guide, says: The MBA is recruit¬ 
ing well throughout Europe. The 
number of British students taking 
programmes on the Continent has 
certainly increased in recent years, 
but so has the whole market The 
American schools, for example, are 
also maintaining their stare." 

A number of British schools have 
recognised the attraction of conti¬ 
nental study and have responded 
by establishing links with business 
schools and universities elsewhere 
in Europe. Bradford University, for 
example, has joint courses, with 
business schools in Germany, The 
Netherlands, France and Spain. 
Cranfield School of Management 
runs joint projects and shares staff 
time with Groupe ESC Lyon.

PAUL MERSON, the Arsenal 
midfield player, wifi miss 
most of the remainder of the 
FA Carling Premiership cam¬ 
paign after undergoing a her¬ 
nia operation yesterday. He 
will also be unavailable for the 
England international 
against Mexico at Wembley 
on March 29. 

Merson. 28, has proved one 
of Arsenal's most consistent 
players this season and has 
regained his place in the 
England squad. He played for 
14 minutes, as a substitute, in 
the 1-0 World Cup qualifying 
match defeat by Italy last 
month. However, his form has 
dipped as die hernia problem 
has gradually worsened. 

He missed Arsenal's 2-0 
victory against Evert on at 
Goodisan Park 13 days ago — 
after a continuous run in die 
side of almost two years—and 
squandered several chances in 
the 2-0 defeat of Nottingham 
Forest at Highbury on 
Saturday. 

It is likely that Arsdne 
Wenger, the Arsenal manag¬ 
er. will introduce the preco¬ 
cious talents of Nicolas 
Anelka. die French forward, 
alongside Dennis Bergkamp 
for the Premiership game 
against Southampton at The 
Dell tomorrow. Ian Wright, 
Bergkamp's usual partner, 
will be missing because of 
suspension, as mil Lee Dixon, 
but Ray Parlour returns after 
a two-match ban. 

Arsenal yesterday scotched 
reports that Graeme Le Saux, 
the England and Blackburn 
Rovers defender, would be 
joining the dub in a £4 million 
deal. 

On Wednesday Le Saux 
spoke with several Arsenal 
players at a country hotel in 
Hertfordshire that has been 
used by the dub since their 
nearby training ground was 
damaged by fire. It is believed 
the meeting was coincidental, 
with Le Saux visiting only to 
make .arrangements for his 
forthcoming wedding.

In a recent local team-of-eight 
league match one team lost a 
lot of points when both its 
pairs bid these two hands to 
slam. In effect East drove io 
slam after West’s One Heart 
opening. 

The East hand is awkward 
to bid using standard meth¬ 
ods. But the first point to 
appreciate is that East cannot 
guarantee a slam opposite a 
minimum One Heart open¬ 
ing. If you write down some 
minimum hands you will see 
that is so, particularly when 
West has a 5-3-3-2 shape. 

Many tournament players 
play that a response of Two 
No-trumps to the One Heart 
opening show's a balanced 
game-forcing hand. After that 
.East can sign off in Four 
Hearts when West shows no 
interest. 

Traditional Acoi players 
would start with Three Clubs, 
and then support hearts. 
However, nowadays many 
players have the understand¬ 
ing that a jump shift always 


Best is to jump to Three 
Spades. As Two Spades would 
be forcing. Three Spades is not 
needed as a natural bid; 
instead it should be under¬ 
stood as a cue-bid agreeing 
hearts. West has nothing to be 
ashamed of. and bids Four 
Diamonds, to show a dia¬ 
mond control. East should do 
no more — he has shown a 
powerful hand in support of 
hearts and although he may 
have a little more in high 
cards than he might have, that 
only makes up for his lack of 
distribution. East signs off in 
Four Hearts and West passes. 

Four Hearts is not laydown. 
After a trump lead, best is to 
draw trumps ending in the 
East hand and try a club to the 
queen. If it loses and North 
returns a dub. rise with the 
ace and play a third dub. If 
South wins you are laydown; 
if North wins and plays a 
spade, best is to win with the 
king and play ace and another 
diamond. If that doesn't set up 
a diamond trick, your last 
chance is the spade finesse.

North Ferriby bounce back

NORTH Ferriby United have 
painful memories of the FA 
Vase semi-finals of 1989. They 
thought they had a place at 
Wembley in their grasp when 
they won the first leg away at 
Tamworth 2-1. only to lose the 
second at home 3-1 to the 
eventual winners. 

Tomorrow they have the 
chance to make amends when 
they travel to play Guis- 
bo rough Town, of the Federa¬ 
tion Brewery Northern Lea¬ 
gue, in die first instalment of 
their semi-final this year. 

“I think the ghost has been 
put to bed by reaching the 
semi-finals.” Tim Hotte. the 
North Feniby manager, said. 
“We just want to go a stage 
further and ensure a North¬ 
ern Counties East League side 
keeps the Vase after Brigg 
Town last season." 

Hotte's hopes were dealt a 
blow this week with die loss of 
Neil Allison, 23, his centre 
halt Allison, formerly down 
the road at Hull City, has 
been recruited by John Dun¬ 


can at Chesterfield. Tickets for 
their FA Cup semi-final are 
understood to have been part 
of the deaL 

In attack, though. North 
Ferriby are at full strength, 
boasting Andy “Flopper” 
Flounders, a Vase winner 
with Brigg. Danen France 
and Mark Tcnnison, a mem¬ 
ber of the Guiseley side that 
won the Vase in 1992. 

It has meant that Hotte has. 
taken a back seat as a player 
this season. Hotte. 33, made 
37 League appearances in a 
13-year career on the fringes of 
the professional game, taking 
in three Wembley finals as an 
Arsenal apprentice, at Hud¬ 
dersfield Town and. after a 
six-month spell at North 
Ferriby, three years at Hull 
City. 

“1 played as a right wing 
and was then switched to 
striker at Huddersfield,” he 
said. “I am only 5ft 4m, so I 
was always being called ‘the 
diminutive striker'. In facL as 
I am quite well built, they 


used to call me the ‘Mini 
Hulk’.” 

He discovered that the role 
of player-manager in non- 
League football is nigh impos¬ 
sible after his first full season 
last year, despite the dedicat¬ 
ed s up porting efforts of Bob¬ 
by Franks, his assist ant“I 
work as a glazing salesman.” 
he said. These days you have 
to besdfemplqyed to cope as 
a noo-League manager. It 
takes up so much time: four 
days to every three at work.” 

A holder of an FA coaching 
badge Hotte is happy to put 
into practice the lessons learnt 
from his career. “1 picked up a 
lot down the years from Terry 
Neill, Mick Buxton. Bobby 
Saxton — when I was on loan 
at York — and Brian Horton 
at Hull," he said. 

His contacts have helped 
him to recruit widely and turn 
a village side — “there are 
only 700 or 800 people here." 
he said — into one on the 
threshold of the Uni Bond 
League and Wembley.

If leis boisterously celebrat¬ 
ed, Karshi’s triumph in the 
Tripleprint Stayers’ Hurdle 


generated a real sense of 
achievement among his con¬ 
nections. Owned and bred by 
Lord Vestey. the chainnan of 
Cheltenham racecourse, 
Karshi is trained by his sister- 
in-law. Henrietta Knight It 
was a first Festival winner for 
them both. 

In reuniring Jamie Osborne 


with Karshi, the trainer elect¬ 
ed to maintain a combination 
undefeated in two previous 
efforts. The decision paid 
dividends, for Osborne, 
doubtless aware of Karshi's 
capabilities, chase not to chase 
down a preemptive strike 
attempted by David 
Bridgwater on Escartefigue. 

Bridgwater had moved too 
soon in this annual gallop of 
attrition. His mount, having 
looked the likely winner when 
disposing of Paddy's Return, 
readied the pain barrier ap¬ 
proaching the final flight —by 
which time Osborne had ma¬ 
noeuvred into contention. The 
jockey went on to seal his 
second winner of the week 
with a flourish. 

Osborne'S tally left him one 
adrift of Tony McCoy and 
Richard Dun woody — who 
' landed the oonduding Vincent 
O’Brien County Hurdle on 
Bama Boy — in the London 
Club Chanty Trophy, recog¬ 
nising the Festival’s leading 
rider. Fittingly, however, Mc¬ 
Coy, outstanding in his Cham¬ 
pion Hurdle - Gold Cup 
double, took foe honour on 
second places. 

A sequence of indigestible 
results had unsettled punters 
but foe cheers greeting Sparky 
Gayle’s Cathcart Chase tri¬ 
umph suggested some dam¬ 
age had been repaired. It is 
unusual for small trainers to 
resist rich pickings en route to 
Cheltenham, yet in plotting 
such a course with Sparky 
Gayle, Colin Parker produced 
this gifted seven-year-old at 
foe peak of his powers. 

A £10 million redevelop¬ 
ment of the Tatters alls grand¬ 
stand allowed a Gold Cup 
crowd of 59,488 — up 12 per 
cent on last year — to circulate 
more freely than at previous 
Festivals. And the three re¬ 
corded equine deaths, much 
reduced from last year’s ca¬ 
lamity. was just reward for the 
executive's watering policy.

St Helens ready 
to reassert their 
claim to title deeds 


SO FAR, the Super League 
has talked a good game! The 
real thing at Odsal tonight 
should not disappoint. No 
club puts on a show like 
Bradford and the Bulls are the 
emergent force in rugby 
league. In the bear-pit atmo¬ 
sphere generated by a crowd 
of more than 15.000, the 
expectation is that Warrington 
Wolves will be swallowed up,, 
yet the same was said of Pans 
Saint-Germain on another 
heady night 12 months ago. 

Paris memorably beat Shef¬ 
field Eagles in the inaugural 
Super League match before 
17.000 delirious novices to the 
sport Jacques Fouroux, once a 
national hero of French rugby 
union and the Paris president 
hailed it as league’s coming in 
France and described the eve¬ 
ning as "beyond dreams". 

It was also beyond reality 
and when the defeats piled up, 
Fouroux was off, accompanied 
by most of the French players. 
Paris, less romantically, is 
now a team of hard-nosed 
Australians. 

Anticipation about the sec¬ 
ond summer season is at such 
a pitch that a fall is perhaps 
inevitable. The Super League 
itself is wide open and looks 
the most fascinating and best- 
balanced competition for the 
leading prize in the game in 
years. 

The opportunities are great¬ 
est and the pitfalls at their 
most pronounced in the 22- 
team world club champion¬ 
ship. The 12 European sides 
face enormous obstacles to 
make a success of their great 
adventure. 

The fruition of the Super 
League vision in transglobal 
matches between June and 
October could become night¬ 
marish for the European 
sides. There wfll be real scope 
for embarrassment in the 
matches in Australia and the 
European teams will be 
looking to make inroads in the 
home legs. However, it is, 


asking a lot of even Bradford, 
St Helens and Wigan War¬ 
riors to perform week in. week 
out against sides of the calibre 
of Cron nil a, Canberra and 
Brisbane. 

There is little doubt that, in 
its jamboree form this season, 
the world dub championship 
is a one-off wonder. By next

Universities 
square up 
for bout of 
century

THE boxing rivalry between 
Oxford and Cambridge Uni¬ 
versities has endured a centu¬ 
ry with neither institution 
gaining the upper hand. 
Tonight at the Guild Hall. 
Cambridge, perhaps one side 
will squeeze home the victors 
of the first 100 years. The score 
stands at 43-43 with three 
draws, ten encounters being 
lost during two world wars. 

The first fully recognised 
match between the teams was 
at Oxford in 1897. when the 
fixture also included fencing. 
In more recent rimes, the 
university clubs have survived 
despite lack of funds, falling 
membership and opposition 
from anti-boxing groups. 

Throughout the 100 years, 
the match has only once been 
held outside the universities, 
in 1937, when the fixture was 
moved to the Stadium Club. 
Holbom, the same ring in 
which George Carpenrier 
knocked out Bombadier Billy 
Wells in 1913 "in less rime than 
it took the Prince of Wales to 


put his coat under his seat,"as 
a wit of the day put it. 

Thanks to men such as 
Robert Nairac, who saved the 
Oxford club from disband¬ 
ment in 1969, and the present 
two senior treasurers, Tim Fell 
at Oxford and Howard 
Raingold at Cambridge, whg 
have brought in money from 
sponsors, boxing is enjoying a 
revival at both universities. 

Last night the newly formed 
Oxford alumni association 
held its first dinner to cele¬ 
brate the hundred years. 
Among the many stories that 
regaled the diners, one that 
caused much amusement dat¬ 
ed from 1949. Viscount Mont¬ 
gomery of Alamein. on seeing 
the Cambridge middleweight, 
Timmy Blateh. snap to atten¬ 
tion when his name was called 
in the ring, remarked: “That’s 
how I like to see them."

night. Eagan later became 
commissioner of the New 
York State Athletic 
Commission. 

Oxford is a dynamic club 
and will be hard to beat In the 
hands of Fell it has become 
probably the best-run univer¬ 
sity sports dub in the country. 
U has sound finances, an 
excellent committee, five 
coaches, a publicity officer and 
does not have to rely on dinner 
shows to make money.

the way to reinflate a flat tyre is not 
to call Kwik-FSt but to spray lighter 
fuel inside the tyre and set fire to it 
These programmes warm the 
heart in that they show us people 
who retain the skill to use natural¬ 
ly occurring resources. I am glad 
such people exist but will resist 
joining them. And our stretched, 
public services need modem appli¬ 
cations for this inventiveness: 
where is the man who can rub two 


sheet-metal workers together to 
create a fire engine? 

If all of this reaching for nature 
is part of our compulsion to 
explore the past Horizon: Ship¬ 
wreck (BBC2) at least demonstrat¬ 
ed that there is a link between a 
lump of wood dumped on the sea¬ 
bed 400 years ago and computer- 
aided design. This was a fascina¬ 
ting detective story about a ship 
wrecked off Alderney in the Chan¬ 
nel Islands in the 16th century. 

There are at least 100 wrecks in 
the area and when hits of this one 
first appeared in fishing nets no 
one saw much significance. But 
gradually the impression grew 
that the ship may be special, may 
indeed be the first English vessel of 
the time to be recovered from 
home waters. The key clue lay in 
the rudder. 

Ships of that ilk were built 
without benefit of physics but they 
nonetheless were measured on 
very precise ratios. Therefore rais¬ 


ing the rudder and measuring it 
meant that all the ship's propor¬ 
tions —length of keel, beam and so 
on — could be calculated, enabling 
a computer projection of the ship 
itself. It was not the ship that the 
archaeologist Michael Bowyer 
hoped it might be. a pinnace built 
at Limehouse in I5S6, and indeed 

tile detective work continues. But 
analysis of a timber gun port cover 
proved that the wood was cut in 
1575 and that h was British. 

I hope that my enjoyment of 
Surely Some Mistake (BBC2). 
the series on corporate faux 
pas which ended last night, does 
not reflect the usual British glee at 
the sight of a business person 
doing something daft. Each half- 
hour programme dealt with three 
examples when in many cases one 
would have easily absorbed all the 
time available, but that is my only 
reservation. 

The highlight last night was 


Benetton and its creative director, 
Oliviero Toscanl Benetton is, of 
course, the Italian company that 
makes what Ian Hislop calls “over¬ 
priced pullovers", and Toscani is 
responsible for the company’s 
most controversial advertise¬ 
ments, which included an Aids 
victim on his deathbed (banned in 
Britain) and a new-born child

For the latter, Toscani went to a 
maternity hospital and took the 
photographs himself: “One wo¬ 
man asked me, ‘how much do 1 
owe you?* “ Toscani is now pursu¬ 
ing a gentler line: “It's time to do 
some reflection.” But did these ad¬ 
vertisements. which struck me as 
merely daft and pretentious, con¬ 
stitute a business mistake, given 
that the controversy provided Ben¬ 
etton with enormous exposure? I 
cannot conjure a Benetton balance 
sheet out of squid’s ink and a piece 
of timber beaten to a pulp, so I 
don’t know.

Even when a team of phys¬ 
iotherapists nursed horse and 
jockey back to fitness, a crucial 
racecourse gallop at Newbury 
it days ago left witnesses 
wondering if Mr Mulligan 
would be better suited to 
pulling a milk cart than run¬ 
ning in jump racing's most

prestigious race, “if he had 
run in a race that day, he 
would have finished two fur¬ 
longs behind the rest. I was 
very disappointed." McCoy 
said. Chance felt “suicidal". 

And yet at Prestbury Phrk 
yesterday the leaden feetof Mr 
Mulligan were no more. The 
old zest ancf enthusiasm, 
which made him one of the 
most feared novices a year 
earlier, had returned as he 
tracked the front-running 
Dublin Flyer for the first 
circuit 

The defining moment of the 
race came as the 14 runners 
went out into the country for a 
second time. Dublin Flyer's 
suspect stamina gave way far 
earlier than anyone feared 
and Mr Mulligan put in a 
spring-heeled leap to nose 
ahead at the thirteenth of the 
21 fences.

ENGLAND have revealed 
their selectoriai hand. Now all 
they have to do is find a team 
to beat the Australians this 
summer.

expected, was yesterday 
named the new chairman of 
selectors and he i$ joined on 
the panel by Graham Gooch 
and Mike Gatting. two former 
England captains retired from 
the international arena but 
still very much involved with 
the county game. 

Graveney. who was chosen 
by the six core members of the 
England management com¬ 
mittee. chaired by Bob Ben¬ 
nett. has been appointed for 
two years on an undisclosed 
salary plus expenses. Gooch, 
who became a selector last 
year, has been appointed for a 
further two years. Gatting. 
who is new to the job, for one. 
They will receive expenses 
only. 

They will possibly be joined 
on the panel by the captain, 
whose appoinmient will be 
their first task and should not 
be long delayed. If it is not 
Michael Atherton it will be a 
considerable surprise, but

whether he will have voting 
rights remains to be decided. 
There is a growing feeling that 
those closest to the players 
should not be seen to sit in 
judgment on them.

Gatting and Gooch, as the 
latter did last year, will proba¬ 
bly prefer to assess England 
candidates from the middle
